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Crowd Fills Aldermanic 
Hall At Lively Hearing 
On Use of Clark House 


Petition Proposes To Make Home a Retreat For 
Friendless Girls; Needham Cites Plan As 
Detriment To Residential District 


Nearly one hundred persons crowd- 
ed into the aldermanic chamber at 
City Flail on Monday night to attend 
a public hearing held before the Board 
of Aldermen on the petition of Mil- 
dred Clark Sears and the Boston Safe 
Deposit & Trust Company for a per- 
mit to use the large residence on the 
James E. Clark estate at 80 Claremont 
st.. Newton as a home-school for 
friendless girls. Because of the num- 
ber interested in the hearing, It had 
to he held In the aldermanic cham- 
l)er instead of In the large commit- 
tee room. The hearing was conducted 
by the Claims & Rules Committee, 
but all the Aldermen were present. 

The first speaker for the petition- 
ers was John H. Eaton, Jr. of Wel- 
lesley Hills, vice-president of the Bos- 
ton Safe Deposit Company, and a 
trustee of the estate of James E. 
Clark. He said that his company 
and Mildred Clark Sears had been 
appointed trustees in 1933 and had 
since been endeavoring to sell the 
estate on Claremont st., Newton. Al- 
though the property had been listed 
with 2S brokers, no offer had been 
received for its purchase as a sin- 
gle residence until February, 1936. 
Two years ago Mrs. Sears went to 
reside at the house, and had since 
spent her time trying to sell the 
property. The property would have 
to be sub-divided Into house lots un- 
less the petition for its use as the 
home-school is granted. Mr. Eaton 
said tliat In February of this year 
an offer of $15,000 for the property 
had been received from the real es- 
tate office of .Tohn T. Burns & Sons; 
and another offer of $11,000 from the 
Florence Crittenton League. He 
stated that Mrs. Sears Is desirous of 
giving the neighborhood the alterna- 
tive of con.sidering whether the prop- 
erty shall he divided into small house 
lota, or retained In its entirety and 
turned over to a charitable use. He 
said it is not a aelflah attempt to 
force the property onto some pur- 
chaser. 

Mrs. Mildred Clark Sears spoke at 
considerable length. She commented 
that she would speak personally and 
wanted to find a use for the property 
that would not be in conflict with her 
neighbors. She explained that the 
house was Imllt by master craftsmen 
in 1910. took two years to build, and 
that both builders and real estate 
men say they never saw its equal.

Economy Rests 
With Executive 
Declares Colby 

Mayor Criticized For Not 
Attempting To Reduce 
School Dept. Costs 


.Alderman Clarence Colby, in a pre- 
pared statement to the Board of .Al- 
dermen on Monday night, called at- 
tention to the financial crises which 
face this nation, our State and the 
City of Newton. He said that in spite 
of shrinking incomes and the neces- 
sity for greater economy, our home 
owners will have to pay a higher tax 
than heretofore. He commented that 
although the heaviest Increase In the 
State tax is re-sponsible for the In- 
crease in Newton’s tax rate, this does 
not shift the burden of the city gov- 
ernment to limit expenditures to the 
minimum amount necessary to main- 
tain the city’s services. He as.^erted 
that were it not for the fact that the 
city received $121,000 from the gaso- 
line tax. ibis year’s expemlltures

Mayor Details 
Patrolman As 
Investigator 

Mayor Childs established a new- 
precedent in the police department on 
Monday when he ordered Patrolman 
Charles Jenkins to be detailed to his 
office for special duty. It Is the first 
time in the history of the city that 
a policeman has been used for such a 
purpose. Mayor Childs declined to 
state what Jenkins’ duties will be. 
hut it is believed that the Mayor 
will use the policeman as a special 
investigator. 


BOARD DEFERS ACTION 
ON THREE ITEMS 

Burwise Wants Investigation 
of Two-Platoon System by 
Special Committee 


The Board of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night passed the budget for 1939 
Just as recommended by the Finance 
Committee and Identical with the fig- 
ures printed in the GRAPHIC last 
week, with the exception that action 
on a few items was deferred. The 
budget Items pa.s.sed by the Board to- 
talled $4,348,158.10. The deferred 
Items included $674,375.79 for aerial 
bond retirements. The rpason for post- 
poning action on this item is to per- 
mit the Finance Committee to reduce 
thi.H appropriation by spreading the 
1100.000 hurricane loan over a period 
of years. The second deferred Item 
was that of 157.190 for the retirement 
fund: the committee believing that 
this appropriation can be reduced to 
$50,000. .Another item was 110,450 on 
insurance of city property. 'I^e Fi- 
nance Committee is considering lower- 
ing the item for boiler Insurance, 

.A few members of the Board, In- 
cluding .Aldermen Schipper. Hoffman 
and Tiffin, voted against accepting the 
recommendations of the Finance Com- 
mittee on a number of items, and 
expressed the opinions that the .Aider- 
men had not gone far enough in re- 
ducing the budget recommendations 
of Mayor Childs. 

In discussing the budget of the Gen- 
eral Department .Alderman Hughes 
asked why the item for the License 
Board expense had been increased 
from $1441 in 1938 to 12026 in 1939. 
.Alderman McKay said that the Li- 
cense Board had asked for $1000 for 
an investigator, and the Finance Com- 
mittee of the .Aldermen recommended 
$5S5. which will give this Investigator 
$15 per week for the balance of this 
year. .Alderman Hughes said this Is 
no year in which to Increase ex- 
penses. .Aldermen Fahey. Gaddis, 
Schipper. Hoffman and Tiffin agreed 
with Hughes. .Alderman Temperley 
asked why an investigator Is needed 
by the License Board now? .Alderman 
Schipper commented that the License 
Board has operated since license went 
into effect without the services of an 
investigator, and it is the duty of the 
Newton Police Department to keep 
watch on liquor places in this city. 
.Alderman McCabe said the Newton 
T.icense Board is composed of three 
members who are unpaid, that the city 
obtains $40,000 in liquor license rev- 
enue. and some of the places selling 
liquor need to be properly supervised. 
He said that Chairman Glidden of the 
License Board had asked for an In-

THE SOLE HOPE FOR PEACE 

Too much emphasis cannot be placed upon the necessity for 
a more Christian and humanitarian outlook upon world affairs 
of today. At Easter time our thoujjhts are centered more 
deeply upon religion than at any other time of year. The Son 
of God was sent to guide us into peace on earth tuid good 
will to men. He gave His life that we might come closer to 
God. In the midst of the toil and trouble of these days when 
war and w’orld havoc hover over us the world wants no war.

The public mass meeting staged by taxpayers of the state 
this Aveek is. in all probability, the forerunner of similar 
meetings which will take place before the difficult problem 
of financing our government is solved.

Some of these proposals are sound and desirable, and some 
will probably be adopted. Others which are also sound and 
desirable will not be adopted because of the pressure of minor- 
ity groups. The basic problem behind the entire question is 
the fact that these minority groups have had the power to get 
what they desired at the expense of all. When, and not until, 
these minority groups are willing to forego benefits from these 
appropriations there can be some progress made. But until 
that time there can only be minor reductions and relief fiom 
our tax burdens.

w’Diild exceed those of 1938 by $70,000. 

Colby asserted that while it is the 
duty of the Board of Aldermen to ap- 
propriate funds adequate to carry on 
city affalns, the responsibility of spend 
ing the money appropriated economi- 
cally and efllciently rests upon the 
Mayor and department heads. He 
said: “The citizens should clearly un- 
derstand that their hope for a reduction 
in taxes rests upon the Mayor and the 
executive departments.” Alderman 
Colby asserted that Newton has the 
most expensive department, per pu- 
pil cost, of any city in the State; its 
pupil cost for 1938 was $4 more than 
Boston and $10 more than the aver- 
age of all cities having a cost of more 
than $100 per pupil. The cost per pu- 
pil in Newton was approximately $120. 
If the cost in Newton w'ere reduced 
to the average of the top 20% of cities ; 
and towns over the $100 per pupil cost, I 
the savings to Newton taxpayers would 
be annually $125,000. Colby asked: 
“What are the Mayor’s efforts with re- 
lation to this department? ” The Ward 
7 Alderman answered this question by 
saying that in 20 years as Mayor, Mr. 
Childs has attended but two meetings 
of the School Committee, although he 
is ex-officio a member of that body; 
and the Mayor submitted the School 
Department budget to the Board of

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Aldermen without making one change 
in it. and without even having had a 
conference with the School Commit- 
tee. 

Colby continued by saying: 

“There has recently been called to 
public notice the fact that one favored 
recipient of Soldiers’ Relief received 
from city funds during 1938 the sum 
of $4,915.52 in addition to $570.00 paid 
him by the Federal Government. Ex- 
travagance of this nature is unwar- 
ranted. 

“The expenditures in one city de- 
partment have Increased during the 
last four years $381,128.16, an increase 
of 133%. In the same period the to- 
tal city expenditures have gone up 
$992,760.03 or in round figures a mil- 
lion dollars. Lack of executive plan- 
ning and waste have helped to swell 
this total. 

“These are only a few of the per- 
tinent facts available from the record. 
One cannot expect the operating cost 
of the city or the tax burden under 
which we lie to be reduced, while such 
conditions exist. In your private life, 
extravagance or waste does not He in 
the amount of funds available but in 
the manner in which those funds are 
spent. It is my belief that the same 
rule holds here. It is our duty to ap- 
, propriate adequate funds to meet the 
' city’s needs based on past experience, 
and have no other sound policy to rely 
upon. 

i "It is the manner in which these 
funds are spent by the executives of 
the city which determines waste or 
extravagance on the one side or eill- 
cieney and economy on the other. Un- 
less the Mayor and department heads 
recognize this fact and act upon it, 
or the citizens of Newton take steps to 
correct this situation, we shall have no 
relief from our tax burdens." 

In conclusion Mr. Colby paid trlh 
ute to Alderman McKay, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, for the largo 
amount of extra time ho had put Into 
studying the 1939 budget recommenda- 
tions. 

Baron Guilty of 

Manslaughter 

Mathew Baron, alius Baronsky, a for- 
mer Nonantum resident, was found 
guilty at Providence lust week of man- 
slaughter and sentenced to tlio Uhodo 
Island State Prison, (Jn February 4 
Baronsky’s wife, the former Julia Gil- 
more of Nonantum, was fouml beat- 
en to death at her home in Woonsoc- 
ket. Last year whijn she moved from 
.Newton, to Woonsocket, she predicted 
that she would bo murdered by her 
husband. 


Neighborhood Divided On Permit For 
“Welcome House” on Claremont Street 


(Continued from Pago 1) 

She said tho house does not deserve 
to die. that It is In excellent condi- 
tion and will need no repairs for some 
years to come. Mrs. Sears said that 
in February after receiving offers for 
the property from tho Florence Crlt- 
tenton League. John T. Burns and 
another offer through a friend, she 
started to talk with her neighbors to 
ascertain whether they would prefer 
the property to be used ns tho school- 
home. or to have tho house destroyed 
piecemeal nnd used for storage pur- 
poses. She received letters from 
two neighbors, one an abuttor, and 
the other living opposite the Clark 
residence who favor the use of the 
property as a home-school. 

Alderman Rawson, chairman of tho 
Claims & Rules Committee, who pre- 
sided. commented that the Aldermen 
are the trustees of the City of New- 
ton. and have to look a long way Into 
the future when sneli matters are b 
ing considered. He said the inter- 
ests of the city are paramount to the 
interests of any individual or institu- 
tion. Herman Holt. Jr., president of 
the Florence Crittenton League, a res- 
ident of Newton Center nnd a former 
member of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen, spoke briefly relative to the 
use the Ivcague would make of the 
Clark property ns a school-homo for 
young girls. He answered questions 
asked by several aldermen relative to 
“Welcome House.” Ho assured Aider- 
man McCabe that the house and 
grounds would be kept In ns good 
condition ns at present and no ex- 
terior changes ■would be made on the 
house. .-Mderman Rawson and Walker 
asked if girls were sent to “Welcome 
House’’ from juvenile courts or cor- 
rective institutions, and Mr. Holt said 
that no girls had to come to “Wel- 
come House” against their own de- 
sires. 

Mrs. Mary E. Chute, superintend- 
ent of “Welcome House,” now located 
at .Tamalca Plain, explained in detail 
tho routine at the home-school, the 
types of girls who were admitted to 
it. and the objects It seeks to accom- 
plish. She admitted that some girls 
who had been In Juvenile courts had 
come to “Welcome House,” but she 
said these girls had mostly been In 
court for truancy, or had come from 
broken homes, and they were not 
tough or bad girls, or moral delln- 
quent.s. She told the Aldermen that 
in four years not one girl had ever 
run aw-i^y from the institution, and she 
answered questions about a fence 
which surrounds Welcome House at 
Jamaica Plain by saying that the 
fence was erected to keep dogs from 
Intruding and destroying flowers, and 
not to keep the girls in. She stated 
there is no connection between “Wel- 
come House,” and the other activity 
of the Florence Crittenton League, 
the maternity homo at Brighton. 

Among the neighbors who favor the 
permit for the use of the property for 
the school-home were Miles Clair of 
Surrey rd.. who does not believe the 
home w’ould injure nearby real estate 
values: Edmund Boucher of Concolor 
ave.. an abuttor, a life-long resident 
of New’ton, and Ellis Bovaird of 18 
Surrey rd. WTien those who favored 


tho petition were asked to stand, about 
50 arose, but when Alderman Rawson 
asked how many of these were prop- 
erty owners, residing in tho vicinity 
of the proposed homo, about 20 stood 
up. 

Daniel A. Needham of Newtonvlllo 
was tho first speaker in opposition. He 
said he represented Curtis Nyo Smith 
of 68 Lombard st., and Donald Hol- 
brook of 69 Claremont st. He said 
that Mr. Smith had resided in that 
locality for many years, and while 
he regretted to see tho former, largo 
Converse estate cut up for house lots, 
this development had not Injured his 
property, and Mr. Smith was not ap- 
palled by the prospect of tho Clark 
estate being subdivided. Mr. Need- 
ham said that while it is admitted 
that the w’ork of “Welcome House” 
is w'onderful, and that its superinten- 
dent. Mrs. Chute, is doing wonderful 
work for the girls there, the fact re- 
mains that If the petition is granted, 
an institution will come to Newton, to 
which girls come from juvenile courts. 
He asked — “Do we want such an in- 
stitution In the midst of a fine resi- 
dential section?” He said the use of 
the Clark property by the institution 
will cause Newton to lose considera- 
ble tax revenue, and if the petition is 
granted, a precedent will be estab- 
lished that may result in other large 
Newton estates being taken over by 
institutions, with further loss of taxes. 

A. H. Brewster of 44 Concolor ave. 
said he had purchased his home in ! 
good faith that the section would re- I 
main a single residence zone, and that 
he does not want his young children 
to grow up in the environment of tho 
proposed home for girls. Former Al- 
derman Henry D. Lloyd representing 
his wife, who owns property on Clare- 
mont st., said it had been brought to 
his attention that “Welcome House” 
has been used as a temporary home 
for parolees from Sherborn Prison, 
and a residential section is not the 
place for that type of institution. Mrs. 
Chute replied by saying that no 
parolees from Sherborn have resided 
at “Welcome House.” as the age 
limit for the girls at tho homo is 16 
years, and girls are not sent to Sher- 
born until they are 17 or older. Al- 
bert Shaw of 85 Cabot st.. said that 
while he admires the work the Flor- i 
ence Crittenton League is doing, he j 
has two children, nnd is opposed to 
the home being established in his j 
neighborhood. 

Robert Bums of John T, Burns & , 
Sons, speaking for owners of two I 
properties in the neighborhood, said | 
Welcome House would depreciate real | 
estate values in the vicinity, where- j 
ns a real estate development would ; 
bring in increased tax revenues. AI- j 
dermnn Rawson asked for those pres- 
ent who were opposed to the grant- 
ing of the permit to stand, and 27 
arose. .Mderman Hutchinson asked 
Mr. Holt if the Florence Crittenton I 
League would agree to a time limit 
of 5 years being placed on the permit 
for “Welcome House” on the Clark 
property, so that if the Institution 
proved undesirable, it would not re- 
main permanently. Mr. Holt said he 
would take his proposal up with tho 
directors of the League. | 


Two Men Fined on 
Gambling Charges 

In the Newton court on Wednesday 
Judge Weston fined John Badaracco, 
Jr., of Roland st., Newton Highlands, 
$50 on a gambling charge. Badaracco 
was arrested last week by Inspector 
Hammell for having lottery tickets in 
his possession, and he was fined $50 
for that offence. The next day ho was 
again arrested, on a similar charge, 
that time by Patrolman McCormick. 
Badaracco told Judge Weston that 
when McCormick arrested him, he was 
not selling horse race pool tickets, but 
was only paying off bets on the tickets 
he had sold when arrested by Hammell. 
Judge Weston suggested that Badarac- 
co might make a test case, and the 
defendant took an appeal. William 
Alexander. 62, of Brookline, who was 
arrested by McCormick on similar 
charges at the same time as Badarac- 
co. was fined $100 by Judge Weston. 

On Tuesday Captain Goode and Lt. 
Crowley of the Newton police arrested 
Floyd Demmons of Chapel st., Newton, 
and Samuel Fried of Cook st., New- 
ton; the first for registering bets, the 
second for collecting bets. They were 
arraigned in court on Wednesday and 
their cases continued. 

Last Friday afternoon Captain 
Goode and Lt. Crowley trailed Dom- 
enic Ignerl of Bromley st., Roxbury, 
from Newton Centro to the shoo repair- 
ing shop of Ares Semerjlan at 269 
Centre st.. Newton, and arrested him 
and Semerjlan for having number pool 
ami liorse racing slips in their posses- 
sion. They were arraigned in tho 
Newton court last Saturday and their 
cases were continued until April 6. 
Ignerl was arrested on a similar 
charge on March 28, 1938, by Captain 
Goode. 

Woman Threatened 
Policeman, $50 Fine 

Mrs. Anna Parritz, 36, of 136 East- 
bourne rd., Newton Centre, was fined 
$50 in tho Newton court on Monday 
by Judge Mayberry for refusing to 
stop wiien signalled to do so by a 
policeman. Patrolman David Cum- 
mings testified that on January 3 while 
ho was on school traffic duty at Wav- 
orley ave. and Ward st. he signalled 
tho Parritz woman to stop her cur so 
that children might cross tho street. 
Ho said she dl.sregarded his signal, and 
when ho hl< w his wliistlo sho turned 
her head, but continuc‘d on to tho 
school with her children. Cuininings 
said that he stopped Mrs. Parritz as 
she drove haejf from the school anti 
she said to liim: “You are nothing but 
a wise guy, and you ilon’t d<?Hervo a 
job. I’ll have your route changed.” 


Driver of Death j 
Car Fined $25 

Gilbert Coon, 38, of 29 Prentiss st., j 
Cambridge, was fined $25 by Judge. 
Donald Mayberry in the Newton . 
court last Thursday afternoon when ! 
he was found guilty of driving an ; 
automobile so as to endanger the lives 
of the public. A car driven by Coon 
on January 13, shortly after mid- 
night hit and fatally Injured Mrs. 
Carrie Edwards, 40, of 214 Common- 
wealth ave., Newton Centre. Tho 
woman had alighted from a bus near 
her homo and was crossing the 
street when Coon’s car hit her. Ches- 
ter Coggswell, superintendent of tho 
apartment house at 219 Common- 
wealth ave., witnessetl the car hit- 
ting the victim and told Judge May- 
herry that tho car was going very 
fast. Coggswell testified that he said 
to Coon after tho accident — “If that 
w’as my wife. I’d tear you apart with 
my bare hands.” Mrs. Alma Murray 
Clark of 219 Commonwealth ave. tes- 
tified that sho was seated at a window 
when she heard tho screeching of au- 
tomobile brakes. She looked out to 
see Coon’s car weaving on the street 
and then hitting Mrs. Edwards. As- 
sistant City Engineer Leonard testi- 
fied that ho measured the skid marks 
made by the tires on Coon’s car, and 
they extended 50 feet. Coon said 
ho was driving at the rate of 35 miles i 
before ho hit the woman, and ap- 
plied his brakes when sho ran across 
the street.

Tho watering carts will probably 
bo on the streets on April 1, as the 
appropriation for them has passed tho 
City Council. The relief from dust 
will be appreciated, and now would 
be a good time for the collection from 
tho citizens of the subscriptions to 
pay part of the cost of the watering 
carts. 


Tho Newton postoffico was inspect- 
ed on Thursday by Inspector Rogers, 
who found everything in first class 
order. He said that Newton has a 
good postoffice and a postmaster who 
knows how to run it. 


Mayor Burr called a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen on last 
Monday night to take action in regard 
to tho abolishing of grade crossings. 
The question is such an Important 
one for Newton that ho recommended 
the creation of a joint standing com- 
mittee, which was done. Tho follow- 
ing wore appointed — Aldermen Har- 
bach and Tolman; Councllmen Rice, 
Hale and Bond. 


In the Newton police court tho 
pa.st week there were 13 cases tried; 
11 drunks; 2 violations of city ordi- 
nances. 

At the meeting of the Common 
Council on Monday night Councilman 
Fenno moved to have the order on 
tho high service water system taken 
from the table. Councilman Hale 
asked for details of the plans and 
City Engineer Noyes explained that 
it is proposed to put a stand-pipe on 
rnstltution Hill, which would be 360 
feet above tidewater, and one of the 
highest points In tho city. This will 
give service to any house, no matter 
how high the land on which It will 
be built. It will add greatly to tho 
efficiency of the fire department. 
Councilman Luke stated that 180 per- 
sons are without any water service, 
and double that number have only 
partial service. 

At tho meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen, Alderman Harbach pre- 
sented an order granting the Newton 
Street Railway Company tho locations 
named in their petition, and tho right 
to run electric wires on poles of hard 
pine, which must be 25 feet long and 
5 foot in tho ground; tho overhead 
wire to bo 20 feet abovo street level, 
and tho poles to bo properly trimmed 
and painted. The order was laid on 
tho table.

Powers^ Paragraphs 


Tiio largo mass meeting in Me- 
chanics Hall, Boston on Tuesday un- 
dm* tlio auspices of tho Massachu- 
setts Federation of Taxpayers Asso- 
ciations, was organized by a resident 
of this city, Norman MacDonald of 
Collins rd., Wabnn. Mr. MacDonald 
is an aggressive, courageous, resource- 
ful man who has been doing good 
work in arousing public interest In 
a campaign to protect tho interests 
of taxpayers, nnd in exposing extrava- 
gance and graft in public affairs. With 
many of Mr. MacDonald’s recommen- 
dations wo heartily agree. With one 
recommendation he made at the big 
meeting on Tuesday we strongly dis- 
agree — that to reduce tho monthly 
payment by the State on Old Age 
Assistance from $15 to $10, which 
would result in lowering the amount 
paid to persons over 65 in Indigent 
circumstances from $30 to $25. The 
Federal government contributes $15 
of this allowance. Mr. MacDonald 
in his present occupation is drawing 
a large salary. How would he like 
to attempt to exist on $25 per month? 
Wo believe that $30 per month Is lit- 
tle enough to sustain an aged man or 
woman. 

Wo also believe that the State can 
save largely on the cost of old age 
assistance if it enforces the law 
w’hich specifies that children who are 
able to do so, must contribute to 
the support of their parents. This 
law has not been enforced in all too 
many cases, with tho result that a 
large number of men nnd women in 
Mnssachusotts are receiving old age 
assistance who should be supported 
by ,sons and daughters who are in 
prosperous circumstances, but who are 
so lacking in pride, and so dishon- 
est, that they not only want tho pub- 
lic to support their fathers and 
mothers, hut even lie about their 
financial circumstances. If the par- 
ents of those w'ho transfer their duty 
onto tho shoulders of others, far less 
al)le to bear this burden, are taken 
off the old age assistance lists, and 
their “four-flushing” sons and daugh- 
ters are compelled to assume their le- 
gal responsibility, tho State and the 
Federal government would be paying 
far less for old ago assistance. 


Last week tho Newton Community 
Council, which was organized two 
years ago, held its annual meeting. 
tVccordlng to one report of the meet- 
ing. those present cheered tho in- 
formation that juvenile delinquency 
cases in the Newton district court 
had dropped from a yearly average 
of 95 in tho 1920’s to 60 per year at 
tho present time, and today there 


Is no Newton boy In tho State train- 
ing school at Chelmsford. Members 
of tho Newton Community Council 
nnd citizens of Newton should not 
delude themselves that Newton hoys 
and girls are more angelic today than 
the boys nnd girls of this city were 
a decade ago. One principal reason 
for tho largo drop in tho number of 
boys summoned into tho No'wton Ju- 
venile court is — that Newton police- 
men frequently cannot get complaints 
against juveniles when they ask for 
them. When a Newton policeman 
seeks a complaint against a juvenile 
he must confer with the assistant pro- 
bation officer, who has charge of tho 
juvenile cases. The present assistant 
probation officer has adopted tho prac- 
tice of having many juvenile offenders 
told to come to the Newton court build- 
ing to have an informal hearing before 
this officer, nnd given an admonishing 
lecture, instead of being summoned 
into the juvenile court. This method 
has been used in cases of boys who 
have maliciously damaged property, 
who have stolen property from new 
houses, nnd even in the case of boys 
who desecrated the old Colonial ceme- 
tery at Newton Highlands and liroke 
headstones there. If Newton people 
prefer this method, undoubtedly it will 
be continued with public approval. 

That this method Is not discour- 
aging vandalism by Newton hoys 
seems to he proved by a telephone 
message we received last week from 
one of Newton’s leading realtors. 
This gentleman asked us to give pub- 
licity to the prevalence of wMlful de- 
struction of windows of houses in this 
city by boys who use air rifles, or 
who throw stones through the glass. 
Ho said that in twenty-five houses 
wiiich his company either owns or 
has charge of. from 2 to 7 panes 
of glass have been broken during re- 
cent months. 


Two old citizens of Newton, who 
were valnablo assets to the city dur- 
ing their many years of residence 
here, died during tho past week; 
.Tames Kingman of Fisher ave., New- 
ton Highlands, and Thomas Delaney 
of Jackson rd.. Newton. Mr. Kingman 
had resided in Newton Highlands 
for 43 years. Ho took an activo part 
in tho civic affair of tho city nnd 
gave freely of his time for many 
years as a member of the Planning 
Board, much of that time ns its chair- 
man. He loved Newton nnd was un- 
usually desirous of preserving its 
attractiveness as an outstanding resi- 
dential community. He was at all 
times a courteous gentleman, and was

This sound interest Is 
going to help the market on building. 
Building costs are not high, the aver- 
age cost today Is 15 to 20 per cent 
lower than 1936, also under the cost 
of 1937, besides being 10 per cent 
lower than 1938. New England Is lag- 
ging behind In building and real es- 
tate in comparison with other parts 
of the country.

Unusual Program 
Begun Over WCOP 

The unemployment situation being 
of wide interest, a group of young peo- 
ple has started to "do something" 
about it. The “Job Hunters,” as these 
unemployed men and women, aged IS 
to 30. are known, have started a ra- 
dio program over WCOP.

Sponsored by the Boston Council of 
Social Agencies, their unusual pro- 
grams are heard Sundays from 5 to 
5:30 p. m.. and consist of interviews 
between members of the group and 
Boston business and professional 
leaders. 

The “leader" explains how jobs in 
a particular field may be obtained; 
questions of interest are answered.

Amer- 
ican College in India, American Uni- 
versity in Syria and Smith College, 
before coming to Harvard. A leader 
in the American Theological Society.

Author of hooks and contribu- 
tor to journals, he lias also distin- 
guished Iiimself here and abroad as a 
’cellist of some considerable talent.

About 100 persons attended a meet- 
ing of the Newtem Centre Improve- 
ment Assodntlon on Wednesday night 
at the AVoinan’s Clubhouse. Albert 
Chandler, president of the associa- 
tion wns in charge. Lyscoin Bruce of 
the Newton Community Chest tnlked 
on "Welfare nnd l^nemployniont.” He 
said the Community Connell has sent 
out 1500 questionnaires to persons on 
welfare and the AN'T’A asking for voca- 
tional histories of the persons to whom 
the questionnaires were sent.

It is net caused by 
germs, init is of dietary origin and can 
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ho traced directly to improper feed- 
ing. Tills disease is common in the 
Suulh where dogs are fed on corn 
meal and bread with little or no 
meat, fish or milk. Dogs fed a lib- 
eral amount of meat or fish will never 
suffer from Black Tongue. In such 
sections as Alaska the disease is un- 
known because dogs there are fed 
mainly on a fish and meat diet,

Question: AVhat is tho average fee 
for a permanent inoculation against 
distemper, and w’hat books do you 
recommend that will give me Informa- 
tion on the Collio breed? — T. L. H. 

Answer: Tho fee for distemper In- 
oculation usually costs between $5 
and $10.

Question: Do dogs become sick 

by contact with poison ivy or poison 
oak?— W. AV.

Answer: No, dogs aro normally Im- 
mune to these poisons.

view that there Is every prospect of 
continued peace in Europe, and that 
travel conditions across the Atlantic 
will be normal this summer. 

The twenty-five men consulted by 
telegram and letter are all promi- 
nent members of university faculties, 
museum directors, and nationally 
known lecturers thoroughly familiar 
with PJuropean affairs. Their re- 
sponses were in answer to a ques- 
tionnaire submitted by Dr. Henry M. 
Willard of Newton, Massachusetts, 
president of the Bureau of Univer- 
sity Travel, an educational founda- 
tion with which all the contributors 
have been associated as leaders in 
Europe. 

The general consensus of opinion 
can he summarized as follows; (1) 
the view supported by sensational 
channels of publicity in this country 
that a war is Imminent in klurope is 
not justified by the actual facts; (2) 
the very fact that the dismemberment 
of Czechoslovakia and occupation of 
Memel occurred without destroying 
the general peace is further proof 
that a major conflict is highly un- 
likely; (3) private sources of infor- 
mation from abroad are in complete 
agreement that there will he no seri- 
ous outbreak : (4) European travel 

conditions are normal so that the or- 
dinary pleasure and profit of a trip 
can he expected; and (5) visitors to 
Europe this summer can ho assured 
of the usual hospitality and courtesy, 
enhanced by the friendly desire of 
foreigners to be understood and 
liked by Americans, 

Typical of the replies is one from 
Harvard University’s Professor Sam- 
uel H. Cross whose own family Is to 
spend the summer In Europe: “While 
there are many factors in the diplo- 
matic situation which tend to pro- 
duce recurrent International crises 
of varying intensity, the temper x)f 
virtually all European peoples. In- 
cluding those of the totalitarian 
states, is utterly opilosed to war, and 
it is doubtful whether any govern- 
ment. however firm Its grip on na- 
tional sources of Information, would 
frivolously Incur the risk of provoking 
a major conflict. The best European 
Information indicates a decreasing 
belief in the likelihood of war In the 
immediate future. The four most po- 
tent factors In this development are 
the progress of British rearmament, 
increased stability in French poli- 
tics, the outspoken Interest of the 
United States in the defense of dem- 
ocracy, and the economic problems of 
the Fascist and Nazi systems.”

See King and Queen 

The grealest celebration In the his- 
tory of Montreal is being planned for 
the visit of their majesties. King 
George VI, and Queen Elizabeth, to 
that city on May IG.

Aldermen Pass 
Budget; Three 
Items Deferred

vesiigafor. The majority of the Board 
voted to appropriate the $585 for the 
investigator. The Investigator will 
be .A. Leslie Morlarty of River st.. 
West Newton, one of the .3 members 
of tlie License Board. Mr. Morlarty 
was recently retired on a pension from 
ills position in the Street Depart- 
ment. 

Alderman HolTmnn said that the ex- 
penses of tile General Department have 
increased largely since 19.37, and like 
most city departments it has too many 
employees. The budget of tlie En- 
gineering Department caused differ- 
ences of opinions among the Aider- 
men. .Alderman Tomperley argued 
tliat $200 should he restored to tho 
item for engineering assistants sal- 
aries. which had boon cut from $28,- 

000 to $27,800 hy tlie Finance Commit- 
tee. Teniperley said tiiat two field 
engineers are getting low salaries, loss 
than laborers under tlieni, and should 
get tlie $100 increases wliicli the Fi- 
nance Comniittee did not approve. 
.Alderman McKay, chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee said that he had 
changed his mind on this matter, and 
now favored the granting of these 
two increases. .Aldermen Rawson and 
.Tamieson also favored the two sal- 
ary increases. .Alderman Soiilpper 
said the Finance Committee had 
adopted the uniform rule not to recom- 
mend salary Increases this year to 
any city employee not getting over 
$1000, and if exceptions are made 
in the Engineering Department, excep- 
tions slionid he made in other depart- 
ments. He called attention to the 
fact that one of the assistant en»ri- 
neers in question was given a $100 
increase last year. The Board voted 
against granting the two increases. 

The budget of the Buildings De- 
partment also caused a discussion 
among the members. Tlie first Item 
wliicli produced an argument was 
tliat of $15,800 for salaries for in- 
spectors. .Alderman Schlpper said 
this item should lie cut. and provi- 
sion made for five instead of six in- 
spectors. Alderman Tiffin repented 
ills statement made at the previous 
meeting — that tlie number of inspec- 
tors should be cut from six to four. 
Tiffin stated that in 1929 when the 
building boom was at its height, there 
were only four inspectors, and now. 
wlien there is practically no building, 
the city has six inspectors. The 
Board, however, voted to retain tlie 
six Inspectors; Aldermen Hoffman. 
Scliipper and Tiffin being the only 
memliers to voice opposition. These 
aldermen also xvere defeated on ef- 
forts to reduce the teleplione ap- 
propriation for City Hall from $5300 
to $5100. and maintenance of public 
bnlldin.gs from $1S..500 to $16..500. Al- 
derman Hoffman argued that while 
other cities in recent yeas have cut 
down largely on their appropriations 
for tlie maintenance of public build- 
ings liecause of WP.A grants. New- 
ton lias sliown a decided increase in 
tills expense. Alderman Tiffin said 
tliat the city has been paying all 
or part of the costs of home tele- 
pliones for some department heads, 
and tin's iirartice should cense. 

in considering the police depart- 
ment biidgot. .Aldermen Barwlse. Fa- 
hey and Hughes wore the minority 
voting against cutting tho ATayor’s 
recommendation for 6 additional pa- 
trolmen. These additional policemen 
would have allowed the change of a 
day off In six. instead of a day off 
In eight for the pollcenien. President 
Floyd stated that the Board has re- 
ceived no commnnlcailon from ATayor 
Ghilds recommending either a day off 
in six for tlie police, or tlie two- 
platoon system for the firemen, so 
tiiero was no guarantee tliat the po- 
lice would get a day off in six. even 
though the 6 extra men were provid- 
ed for. .Alderman AlcCahe commented 
that within tlie past week four po- 
licemen were taken off regular duty 
hy orders of tlie ATayor: three for the 
Traffic Biirean. and one ns a special 
Investltrator assigned to the Alnyor’s 
office at nty tfall. 

Itcfi‘rring to the recommendation of 

1 lie Alayor for 53 additional firemen 
to establish a two-plntooii system, Al- 
derman Barwis(‘ said that wliile ho 
did not favor this recommendation, 
he had received figures from some 
of the firemen sliowing that a two- 
platoon system can he established In 
Newton hy adding 20 or 22 men to the 
fire department. He asked tliat a 
special committee lie appointed to 
study this system. 

.Alderman Hoffman, in discussing the 
Welfare Department budget, remarked 
that from the trend shown hy the 
Board of .Aldermen In refusing to make 
larger cuts in the budget recomnien 
datlons of the ATayor. said that the 
expenses of this department will in- 
crease as home-owners will lose their 
property hecauso of high taxes, and 
will he added to the list of welfare 
recipients. Alderman Hughes ques- 
tioned the need of additional investi- 
gators for tile AVelfare Department. 
He said tliat one of the present in- 
vestigators seems to have sufficient 
time to spare to do work otlier tlian 
that connected with the AVelfare De- 
partment. 

.Mdeniian Jamieson inquired regard- 
ing a recomniendutlon from tho Mayor 
asking for an appropriation of $228 
to pay for the use of a stable at Oak 
Hill for emergency work on snow re- 
moval. He was told that 6 lilred 
liorses were kept ill tills private stable 
OP I’arker st. during tho month of 
Jiinnarv so that tliey would not have 
to he driven from tlie Eliot at. stnlilo 
to plow sidewalks, in case of snow- 
storms. None of the .Aldermen knew 
wliether the $228 was for the care of 
these six liorses, or for the feed tliev 
consumed. It was voted to liave this 
$228 taken from the liudget appro 
priailim of $10,000 for tlie care of 
stables. 

Alderman Hofrman coinmentcil that 
lli<« hiidgcf |,v altogether too l:ir.'c 
.Mdcriiiaii Schlpper agreed with hl;>> 
“alliig that more ItiMiis could h 
cut opt or fill liter reduced.

Fin. Com. Suggests 
Economy Methods 

(Continued from Pago 1) 


ri'port, and merely express the hope ! 
tliat satisfactory explanatlon.s and cor- j 
lections will very presently bo forth- 
coming. ' 

"In the interests of economy we j 
liave reported at tlie recent special : 
meeting that certain offices should be | 
discontinued, and where vacancies 
exist no unnecessary replacements bo 
made. It is always easy to create 
positions and difficult to abandon 
them. The most careful scrutiny 
slioiild therefore he given contem- 
plated additions of a permanent na- 
ture. 

“We reiterate what has been said 
many times regarding budgetary 
control. Department heads must be 
required not only to keep accurate 
accounts of commitments but must 
keep the comptroller advised. The 
Finance Committee expects month- 
ly reports from eacli department 
which will clearly disclose all ex- 
penditures and Incurred linbllltles. 

“We recommend closer supervision 
of all medical and surgical bills in 
the Welfare. Soldiers Relief. Health, 
City Physician and Workmen’s Com- 
pensation departments. AInny doc- 
tors and surgeons are rendering care 
for very low fees, but there are in- 
stances of charges to the city which 
seem iinreasonahle and exorbitant. 

"We reconiineiid that purchase of 
gasoline. Inbrlcating oil. and tires for 
all departments be delegated to the 
Chief of the Fire Department, who 
seems best qualified to act in that 
capacity. Blanket contracts cover- 
ing these commodities would seem 
to offer economies. We further sug- 
gest tliat frequent stock inventories 
be required and carefully audited. The 
right to purchase all other supplies 
should be returned to department 
heads, obviously the ones who should 
he responsible. 

“We view with amazement the loss 
of tools in tlie Street, Forestry and 
WPA departments. A carelessness is 
evident wliicli is expensive. Common 
prudence requires an immediate cor- 
rection. .A penalty system slionld ho 
inaugurated lioldlng employees re- 
sponsihle. 

"A study of truck-hire — a large item 
of expense — slioiild he made to the 
end of estahlisliing economical rates 
and an accurate record of time-cards. 
These cards sliould liave a more ac- 
curate check than now Is being made 
by division foremen and inspectors. 

"Because tlie scliool year is nearly 
over when the Board of Aldermen ex- 
amines tlie calendar-year budget, we 
recommend that the School Comniittee 
give Iniinedlate attention to further 
possible economies for tlio school year 
beginning next September. It is the 
dnt.v of the School Committee to elim- 
inate iiills and to keep costs at a 
ininimum tliat is consistent with tlie 
maintenance of reasonahle standards. 


"We recommend a moratorium on 
capital expenditures which may be de- 
sirable but not necessary. We refer to 
land purchases and new buildings. And 
in tlie same category are included ex- 
tensions and elaborations of services. 
For tho time being the .simple life is 
the most practical one. 

“We urge his Honor to adopt the sug- 
gestions made by the special commit- 
tee of tlie Board on the AVelfare situ- 
ation. Especially we favor the ap- 
pointing of Overseers to counsel and 
guide tills department."

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Pool Room License In 
Newton Highlands Is 
Cause Of Controversy 

Rector, Police Favor Renewal As A Recreational 
Need; Dr. Ward Says Boys’ Club 
Could Not Survive 


Ordinarily the renewal of a pool- 
room license In Newton is not a mat- 
ter of much import, hut the question 
of renewing the poolroom license of 
John Geracl at 27 Lincoln st., Newton 
Highlands, brought a considerable 
gathering of Newton Highlands resi- 
dents to a meeting held by the New- 
ton Highlands Improvement Associa- 
tion at “The Workshop,” Columbus 
st, on Monday night and also caused 
a large delegation of Newton High- 
lands residents to go to City Hall on 
Wednesday night either to favor or 
oppose the renewal of the license. 

Geracl’s license for the poolroom 
expires on April 30 and the Aldermen 
will vote on its renewal at the meet- 
ing of the Board next Monday night, 
w'hen all such liconses will be acted 
upon. At the meeting before the Im- 
provement Association on Monday 
night, Howard Whitmore onnosed the 
renewal of the license. He argued 
that a poolroom is a gathering place 
for “certain elements,” that frequent- 
ers of poolrooms engage in illegal 
gambling games, and that the pres- 
ence of a poolroom in a community 
of homes is unfortunate. Dr. Mark 
Ward also spoke against the granting 
of a renewal of the poolroom license 
to Geracl. He claimed that the pool- 
room is hroaking down what is being 
built up by the boys’ club at Newton 
Highlands, and he asserted that the 
poolroom la a danger spot, which 
should be gotten rid of. Ward men- 
tioned certain conditions which he 
alleged had existed at the poolroom, 
but he admitted that this information 
was on hearsay. He moved that the 
Newton Highlands Improvement As-

Tlie action of Congress in appro- 
priating $100,000,000 for WPA ex- 
penses the next few months. Instead 
of the $1.50.000,000 asked by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, lias resulted in tho 
dropping of many thousands of per- 
sons from WP.V rolls tlirougliont the 
country. Tlie number of Newton resi- 
dents dropped from WP.\ last week 
totalled fl.T, Including 18 “wbite-collar" 
men, 75 men on otlier projects, and 2 
women on tlio sewing project. Fif- 
teen of tliose dropped bad been work- 
ing on fire baznrd pro’pr*s at Wa; 
land and Sudbury, and their places 
have been taken liy 15 other men 
transferred from local projects. Tlie 
total miniber of Newton residents now 
on WPA projects is 755,

Chute, manager of the 
home, .'said that no eirls were com- 
pelled to come to the home, none were 
toneh girls or sex delinquents, and 
no girl had run away from the home 
in the past four years. She read 
letters from neighbor.^ of the present 
home at Jamaica Plain, lauding the 
manner in which the place is con- 
ducted. and approving of its presence 
there. 

The Clark mansion was built about 
.30 years ago by the late James E. 
Clark, and it is one of the best con- 
structed rt^sldences in the Newton.s. 
It was built by day work, anfl is 
reputed to have cost well in excess 
of $ 100 , 000 . Airs. Sears told the Al- 
dermen that she had endeavored for

Rotary Club 

“Glass” was the subject presented 
at the Monday meeting of the Rotary 
Club by Mr. L. L. Frederick, a mem- 
ber of the club. Mr. Frederick Is pres- 
ident of tho Newton Glass Company 
at Newton Corner and his talk showed 
that glass Is both a vocation and an 
avocation to him. 

Although glass products abound in 
c'very aspect of modern life and the 
known history of glass dates back at 
least .5000 years, flat glass ns we 
know It in window glass is hardly 
more than a couple of centuries old 
and the modern, machine-made prod- 
uct goes back only as far ns the open- 
ing of the present century. Until 
about 1903. oil glass was manufactured 
by hand as either crown glass or 
cylinder glass, and the processes were 
n very closely gimrded secret hold by 
a relatively small number of families 
in various countries and passed jeal- 
ously down from father to son. 

Mr. Frederick illustrated his story 
of the history and manufacture of 
glass with many sjimples and diagrams 
and gave tlie club several novel and 
interesting facts not known to the av- 
erage man. For instance, there wore 
glass-blowers in the original settle- 
ment at Jamestown. Virginia, and so 
the glass industry can lay claim to be- 
ing tile first industry estahlislied on 
this continent. Again, a four-paned 
window was an important part of ev- 
ery load that accompanied settlers in 
tho days of our westward expansion: 
the law required that each dwelling 
built on a homestead sl\onld contain 
at least one window. “Cullett." or 
broken glass, is an essential element 
in the manufacture of glass; without 
it the other elements fail to properly 
fuse. .And finally, the "Ford" in Lihhy- 
Owens-Ford is not Henry Ford at all 
but la an Edward Ford, who has long 
been in the glass business. 

The most striking part of the talk 
was tile demonstration of the quali- 
ties of a new glass wliieh will with- 
stand hammer l)Iows. extreme heat, 
dropping from a height on steel or 
concrete, and similaily unusual stress- 
es: and yet. if once its strength is 
penetrated, will disintegrate in n 
startling manner. 

Health Report 

For March 

During the month of March there 
were 71 deaths in Newton; 35 males 
and 36 females. Among the causes 
of death were — cancer, 13; heart dis- 
eases, 26: diabetes, 2; cerebral hem- 
orrhage, 7; arterlo sclerosis, 1; bron- 
cho pneumonia, 6: lobar pneumonia. 
2; nephritis, 4. Communicable dis- 
eases reported during the month In- 
cluded chicken pox, 20 cases; German 
measles. 10; measles. 75: lobar pneu- 
monia. 15; mumps, 10; scarlet fever, 
23: pulmonary T. R. 1; whooping 
cough. 25. Measles are quite preva- 
lent this month. Between April 1 and 
April 7. 58 cases were reported. Dur 
Ing March 15 persons were bitten by 
dogs in Newton, and on Wednesday 
of this week 5 cases of persons hav- 
ing been bitten by dogs were re- 
ported.

District: Nursing Association 
Hears Dr. Harold D. Chope 


Director of 
Public Health In Newton, was the 
speaker at the meeting of the New 
ton District Nursing Association held 
at headquarters on Monday. .April 
10th. Dr. Chope reviewed ports of 
the Annual Report of the Newton 
Health Department and complimented 
the District Nursing Association for 
the help it had given. He said that 
Newton had excelled its last year’s 
rating by the Health Conservatloii 
Committee although during this past 
year the rating had been raised 2.')^; 

Some of the largest gains during 
the last year have been in the con- 
trol of Venereal Disease. In School 
Hygiene and in General Sanitation. 
He pointed out that the care of tu- 
bercular cases in Newton cost tlio] 
Taxpayers about $60,000.00 a year an l ' 
stressed that a greater expenditure ' 
for preventive medicine would re- 1 
(luce this curative hill and at the 
same time insure a more healthy com- ' 
munity. Out of each Tax dollar onU' 
one cent and tliree mills is spent hv 
the Newton Health Department at this 
time. He also spoke of the high i‘ate 
of premature deaths in the city sind 
tirged that greater protection should 
he enforced.

Bacon and tho Boston & Albany rail- 
I road regarding land damages along 
j the line of the Circuit branch are to 
he settled by referees. Three gentle- 
men will be selected to award dam- 
ages and Mr. Bacon will have 3 months 
to remove his farm buildings. 

The worst week of the season is 
the verdict for the past 7 days. On 
I Sunday there was a genuine blizzard, 
heavy drifting of snow, wind 35 miles 
I an hour, thermometer 11 degi‘ees; a 
I fall of over 30 degi‘ees during the 
I night. Wednesday brought another 
fall of snow, the storm lasting into 
Thursday, leaving a foot of snow to 
celebrate Fast Day. This snow 
changed to rain and the streets since 
have been rivers of slush. 

Members of Charles Ward Post. G. 
A. R.. and their families held a very 
.successful social meeting at the head- 
quarters in Newtonville on Thursday 
night; about 100 being present. Quite 
a number came over from Newton 
Centre in a barge. 

The Board of Aldermen held a spe- 
cial meeting on Monday evening and 
disposed of several matters. Quite a 
hatch of petitions for improvements 
eame in from Newton Highlands. 
Charles Clark Jr., and others asked 
to have the "Square" at the junction 
of Boylston. Eliot and Woodward sts. 
put In order, and James Edmands 
asked for a street light at the same 
place. Samuel Farquhar of Chan- 
nlng st. asked to have the privies 
I at the Lincoln School removed fur- 
I ther from his house. Purdy & White 
asked leave to run a 10 horse-power 
engine and a carpet heating machine 
on Murray st. It was voted to pur- 
' chase 18 iron lamp posts and 12 street 
lanterns, to cost $185.

The Massachusetts House of Repre- 
sentatives on Monday gave some at- 
tention to a hill to put additional le- 
gal restraint on harking dogs. To 
the credit of most dogs and their 
owners, comparatively few canines are 
harking nuisances. And when there 
is a dog in a neighborhood annoying 
persons hy incessant harking, or hy 
harking at late night or early morn- 
lug hours, the dog’s owner is usually 
to blame. Dogs, like children, must 
he trained, and few are lueorrlglhle. 
.Anyone who permits his or her dog 
to dlflttirb other persons sleep or 
comfort hy unrestrained harking, has 
no consideration for neighbors, and 
neighbors should not he lacking in 
moral courage to complain against 
such a selfish individual.

The Piesldent says tills country may 
have to choose lietween isolailon and 
seir-sufliclency. or take measures to 
jireserve its woidd trade hy a lower 
standard of living, .fust what advan- 
tage would there be to lower our 
standaid of living in order to liarter 
with nations tliat are nearly poverty 
stricken because they use most of their 
wealtli and energy in manufacturing 


iltories tliey need to heifer their eco- 
nomic conditions, or to hold territories 
they seized during tlie past century or 
so. In a greedy quest for riches and 
empire? George Washington, (ho 
principal factor in creating this de- 
mocracy, urged Ills fellow countrymen 
to beware of foreign entanglements. 
Franklin 1). Roosevelt prochilms that 
this country should become involved 
in foreign entanglements and wars. 
In our opinion, Washington was right 
and Roosevelt is wrong. 


The writer does not play pool and 
never did. Millions of men and youths 
have played pool and enjoyed iL The 
game calls for concentration and skill 
and for generations has occupied an 
important place in the activities of 
individuals and clubs. It is a dig- 
nified and enjoyable pastime. Vast 
numliers of men and youths through- 
out tills country like to play pool, 
but are not members of clubs and 
therefore depend on public poolrooms. 
A public poolroom need not be a lia- 
bility In a community, and most of 
them are not. A well conducted pool- 
room provides reasonable recreation 
for men. both young and old. All men 
and youths who want to play pool do 
not belong to clubs, and many clubs 
have but one pool table which pro- 
vides Inadequate facilities for those 
desiring to play. Because some pool- 
rooms have been resorts for gamblers 
and undesirable elements, many per- 
sons are prejudiced against all pool- 
rooms. Some of these persons would 
condemn even a well conducted pool- 
room. 

The writer does not know the own- 
er of the poolroom at Newton Iligh- 
lamls which was the cause of much 
discussion at the meeting of the New- 
ton Highlands Improvement Associa- 
tion on Monday night, and he has no 
knowledge of the manner in which 
this poolroom has been conducted, but 
he does know that one man who is 
prominent in opposing the renewal of 
the license for this poolroom was also 
prominent last year in opposing tho 
granting of liquor licenses in this 
city, and at that time was one of those 
responsible for tho issuance of a 
statement contrasting conditions in 
1932, the last year of "no-license” 
with those in 1937, and blaming 
liquor licenses in Newton not only 
for things they should be blamed for, 
but also for things it seemed hardly 
fair to blame them for. These in- 
cluded au increase in the tax rate, an 
Increase in the number of fatal auto- 
mobile accidents, and an alleged 
large Increase In the number of ju- 
venile offenders. We know that the 
large Increass in our tax rate tho past 
10 years is due to the Avelfare bur- 
den and increased State taxes. We 
know that the records of fatal auto- 
mobile accidents in Newton during 
1937 show that the most of them 
were not caused by drunken driving. 
Only two weeks ago the Newton Com- 
munity Council was told that offences 
by juveniles in this city have fallen 
off considerably since the 1920’6. As

Oik* of IIiP activities of tlie Newton 
(’omimmlty Council which Newton peo- 
plo hear comparatively little about 
hut whose work Is fundamental to 
the etlicient functioning of all social 
work in the city Is the work of tho 
Social Service Index maintained at 
the Community Chest Headqnarter.s at 
93 rnlon st.. Newton Centre. The pri- 
mary purpose of the Social S(->rvlce 
Index are to avoid duplication of serv- 
ice by social agencies either puhlii 
or private, to prevent fraud by ap- 
plicants for aid and to provide the 
.social ag*mcies with an adequate rec- 
ord of the family or individual as 
shown by their previous contact with 
•social agencies cither in Newton or 
Boston. 

First organized in September of 1936 
the work of the Index has grown 
steadily so that la.st year SSO cases 
were cleared through the Index of- 
fiee. .\t Thanksgiving and Christmas 
nearly all organizations — 2S last Christ- 
mas — that gave dinners to tho loss 
fortunate checked with the Index and 
in tliat way make certain that there 
lists do not overlap. 

Here is an example of how the 
Index works. Let us assume that the 
Smith family applies to the Newton 
Family Service Bureau for aid. If it 
is an emergency case assistance is 
given at once hut at the same time 
the Index is asked what It knows 
about the Smith family. Perhaps the 
record will show tliat two* years ago 
the District Nursing .Association 
helped the Smiths and has Important 
Information about their health needs. 
Or it may he that the Boston Social 
Service Index shows that one of the 
Smith children has been assisted 
flirough the Children’s .Aid .Associa- 
tion of Boston: tlielr information Is 
also made available to tlie Family 
Service Bureau. With all this in- 
formation at Its dlspo.sal the Bu 
lean can give Its assistance mueh 
more wisely than It would he pos- 
sible otherwise. 

It should he emphasized that the 
information at the Index is strictly 
•onfldentlal and available only to rec- 
ignlzed soilal agiMicles. By this car*'- 
ful record keeping occjisional cases 
of fraud ar** uncovered hut ,»'ven more 
Important a comprehensive list of In- 
teresti'd agencies Is available whlcli 
enables the social worker to plan the 
rehahilitatUm of those In need. 

Mrs. Lucius E. Thayer is chair- 
man of the Social Service Index Com- 
mittee which takes an active and con- 
structive part in the operation of the 
Index.

Mr. McKay advocated that the 
annual budget be submitted to the 
Aldermen the first of January In- 
stead of two months later, and he 
advocated a city manager for New- 
ton.

Hit Bus Driver, Gets 
3 Months in Jail 

David Evans, 30, of 1 Robin Hood 
rd., Aubnrndale, was sentenced to 
serve 3 months in Billerica prison by 
Judge Mayberry in the Newton court 
on Monday.

soclatfon send a delegation to tho 
meeting of tho Idctuisea Committee of 
the Aldermen to oppose the renewal 
of the Heenae.

A vote was taken on the 
onestlon of opposing the renewal of 
the license. Twenty-two were against 
and sixteen for the revocation of the 
license. The point was raised that 
some of those Avho voted were minors, 
so a second vote was taken. This re- 
sulted in 20 opposing the renewal of 
the license and 16 favoring it. 

At tho hearing on the matter before 
the Idcenses Committee on Wednesday 
night. Rev. Charles Farrar, rector of 
St. Paul’s Episcopal Church. Newton 
Highlands, advocated that Geracl’s li- 
cense he renewed. Ho said tlie pool- 
room. whicli was opened in .lannary. 
had taken hoys off the street.s, that 
the hoys find the poolroom fills one of 
tlieir roereutlonal needs, and it is not 
int(Mfering with the work he has been 
doing as sponsor of the Newton High- 
lands Boys’ Club. Rev. Farrar said 
lie wished lie had a poolroom at tlie 
hoys’ clnh. He said he has known 
Geraci for 1,5 years and he has no 
objections to his poolroom. I’atrolmen 
Joseph Lyons ami James Mc.Malion, 
^wlio cover Ni'wtoii Highlands nights 
spoke 111 favor of tlie poolroom. ’Fliey 
said they have m^ver seen traces of 
gambling at tlie place, and Lyons said 
the poolroom has taken hoys off street 
corners. Chief of Police Hughes said 
he has visited the poolroom several 
times, found it being properly con- 
ducted. and tlu‘ minors there had writ- 
ten permission from their parents, 
fleiacl said some of his opponents 
had sent a detective to the poolroom, 
but the sleuth had found nothing out 
of the way there. He said he did not 
allow lottery agents to do hnsiness at 
the poolroom. 

Dr. Ward again lead the opposition 
to the renewal of the license. He told 
the Licenses Committee of the vote 
taken at tho Improvement Associa- 
tion meeting on Monday night, and 
of tho poll taken among the mem- 
bers of tho Men’s Club. He said that 
some residents of Newton Highlands 
may withdraw their support of the 
hoys’ club if the poolroom is allowed 
to continue, as it will “he impossible 
to support a hoys’ club under the con- 
ditions.” Dr. Ward said that the play- 
ground d»‘partment has assigned a su- 
pervisor to take charge of the hoys’ 
(!luh which is located in a room In 
tho basement of the Hyde School. Ho 
again asserted that the poolroom is 
a danger spot, when it is hidden by a 
partition which prevents the public 
from seeing what goes on there. 

Alderman Fahey, chairman of the 
Licenses Committee, asked for a 
“show of hands” to a.scertain the 
feidlng of those presi.mt in regard to 
the poolroom. Twenty favored the 
renewal of the license and five op- 
p(j.sed.

Board Acts On Motion Of Claims And Rules 
Com. Chairman; Furthers Controversy 
Between Aldermen and Mayor 


Another step In the controversy he-" 
tween the Mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen over the ofllce of “Sergeant- 
Mechanic” in the Newton police de- 
partment, was taken at the meeting 
of the Aldermen on Monday night 
when Chairman Rawson of the Claims 
& Rules Committee moved that the 
city ordinance relative to the police 
department be amended so that the 
ofllco will he abolished on July 1. 
Rawson quoted from the report of 
the special committee which investi- 
gated the duties of the sergeant-me- 
chanic, and which stated that the 
position is not necessary, and that 
the repair and maintenance work on 
the police motor vehicles is mostly 
performed by a mechanic employed as 
an assistant to the sergeant-mechanic. 
Rawson also referred to that part 
of the special committee’s report 
which recommends that equipment 
and supplies for the police depart- 
ment be purchased by the Chief In- 
stead of by the sergeant-mechanic. 

On a roll call vote 19 of the Al- 
dermen present voted In favor of 
Rawson’s motion, which had the unan- 
imous approval of the Claims & Rules 
Committee. Alderman Temperley was 
the only one to vote In the negative. 
Temperley explained that his action 
was caused by caution. He said he 
wanted “to bo free from anything

More Lottery 

Agents Arrested 

The drive against lottery agents by 
Newton police continued last Friday 
when Captain Goode and Lieut. Crow- 
lev raided the home of Francis Mc- 
Neil at 223 Webster st.. West Nowton, 
and arrested him and George Finne- 
gan, Jr., of Walnut st., Wellesley, on 
the charge of possessing parapherna- 
lia for registering bets. The police 
seized lottery slips, racing sheets and 
$79 in cash. In the Newton court last 
Saturday Judge Mayberry fined Mc- 
Neil $50. Finnegan was found guilty 
of having lottery tickets in his pos- 
ses.sion, and given a suspended jail 
sentence of 30 days. 

Last Friday Inspector Ilammell en- 
tered a Newton restaurant and grabbed 
James Dezotell of 45 Galen st., Wa- 
tertown, for allegedly having lottery 
slips in his possession. According to 
Ilammell, Dezotell threw the slips on- 
to the floor and started to resist. Ilam- 
mell placed an “iron claw” on Dezo- 
tell’s wrist, but released his prisoner 
when James Akins, a Newton attorney, 
was summoned and informed the po- 
liceman that he had no right to arrest 
Dezotell, as ho had no evidence 
against the latter. Ilammell said that 
another man, who was in the lunch- 
room, grabbed the lottery slips and es- 
caped with them. Ho later obtained 
a warrant for Dezotell, the latter ap-

Building In May 

First Step Towards Installation 
Of Dial System 
In Newton 


Construction of the new telephone 
building at Washington st. and Cen- 
tral ave„ Newtonvillo. will be start- 
ed on May 15, Manager Eugene J. 
Campbell of the Telephone Company 
announced today. Dial service will be 
provided by the modern “crossbar” 
type of equipment, similar to that now 
being Introduced in New York city 
and soon to be available to telephone 
users in Lynn. 

Present plans call for the comple- 
tion of the new building and start of 
installation of the new dial equip- 
ment next year. Manager Campbell 
said. 

Specifications worked out by tele- 
phone engineers after a careful study 
of the city and its telephone needs 
call for a building two stories high 
with a basement. The first floor will 
comprise a business office at the left 
of the entrance, where customers may 
pay their bills or discuss their serv- 
ice at the desks of telephone repre- 
sentatives. The business ofllce will 
have desk apace for approximately 25 
service representatives and their rec- 
ords and files. 

At the right of the entrance will be 
the “switch room” where the compli- 
cated large “main frame” and associa- 
ted cros.sbar dial equipment will be 
Installed. It is in this room that by

Road Project 

Opponents Claim Improvement 
Means Increased Traffic 
On Plymouth Rd. 


The hearing before the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday night on the pe- 
tition of residents of Puritan rd., New- 
ton Highlands, to have that street im- 
proved and acoefted, produced “pros” 
for tho petition from residents of 
Puritan rd., and “cons” from residents 
of Plymouth rd.

Big Crowd Watches 
Marathon Race 


Despite the threatening weather of 
Wednesday, the largest crowd In years 
lined Washington at, and Common 
wealth ave. in this city to witness 
the annual Marathon Race. Many of 
the spectators trespassed on the road- 
way, making it difficult for many of 
the runners to wend their way through 
the interfering spectators. This con- 
dition was worse than in any past 
year, and comments were made that 
the course should be better policed 
“Tarzan” Brown, running at his rec 
ord breaking pace, fooled hundreds of 
spectators who timed their arrival at 
Commonwealth ave. too closely. He 
had gone by just before they arrived. 

The North roadway of the avenue, 
and side streets, were tightly packed 
with parked automobiles. WTien the 
rain came In a heavy shower about 
2:30, there was a rush by thousands 
to the shelter of their cars, and soon 
a serious traffic condition ensued on 
the avenue. Walnut and Centre, and 
other streets. Jams soon followed at 
Newtonville sq. and Newton Corner, 
and it was not until about 3:15. that 
they cleared up. Chief of Police 
Hughes went over the course but few 
recognized him, as he traveled in the 
new Bulck sedan which Mayor Childs 
and the Aldermen recently made pro- 
vision for in the 1939 budget. For tbe 
past 9 years the Chief had patrolled 
the course in a 1930 Bulck, and this 
ancient vehicle was missed on Wed- 
nesday by the Marathon gallery. All 
available members of the Newton po- 
lice department were assigned to duty 
along Washington st. and Common- 
wealth ave. during the progress of 
the race. 


MAJORITY FAVOR THE PROPOSAL 

Lack Necessary Two-Thirds As Nine Opposing 
Votes Block Approval; McCabe Files 
Motion For Reconsideration 


After one of the longest debates 
held by a Newton Board of Aldermen 
in open meeting for the past 10 years, 
the petition of Mildred Clark Sears 
and the Boston Safe Deposit Com- 
pany seeking a permit to have the 
Clark estate on Claremont and Lom- 
bard sts., Newton used as a school- 
home for girls under the direction of 
the Florence Crittenton Society, was 
rejected on Monday night. The Clark 
estate is in a single residence zone, 
and the use of it for the purpose 
desired, in accordance with the zon- 
ing ordinance, would require a favor- 
able vote by two-thirds of the Aider- 
men. Twenty members of the Board 
were present at the meeting on Mon- 
day. The Claims & Rules Commit- 
tee. which considered the petition, had 
voted 5 to 2 in favor of granting 
the permit; those In favor being Al- 
dermen Bacon. Everts. Hutchinson. 
.McCabe and Walker; Chairman Raw- 
son and Alderman Inches voting In 
the negative. 

The recommendation of the ma- 
jority of the committee was not c- 
cepted on Monday night. Two-thirds 
of the Board would have to favor the 
motion to have it accepted. The vote 
was 10 in favor and nine opposed, 
with Alderman McCabe, one of those 
voting with the opposition, stating he 
jwould ask for reconslderaton. On 
Tuesday McCabe filed the necessary 
notice whch may bring the matter 
before the Board again at the next 
meeting, May 1st. 

Alderman Hutchinson presented the 
majority report. He said that three 
factors had to be considered; the ef- 
fect “Welcome House” would have 
on nearby real estate values, the rec-

ord of tho institution In Its present 
location, and tho character of Its man- 
agement; and the character of tho 
sponsoring group. Hutchinson said 
i that like other members of the Board, 
he had at first been opposed to grant- 
ing tho petition, but after visiting 
“Welcome House” at Jamaica Plain, 
he had realized that it is an educa- 
tional Institution, similar to Misses 
Allen’s School at West Newton, or 
Lasell Junior College at Aubumdale, 
and these two schools are not detri- 
mental to the city. He believed that 
“Welcome House” would contribute 
toward maintaining the present char- 
acter of the neighborhood where It 
would be located, whereas a sub- 
division of the Clark estate, with 
resultant real estate development 
would be an unknown quantity. 

Alderman Rawson. reporting for the 
minority, said that very serious issues 
are connected with the petition. Quot- 
ing the directory of Social Agencies 
he told of the circumstances under 
which girls are admitted to “Welcome 
House.” He said there was no wish 
on his part to detract from the good 
work done by this noble institution, 
and while mindful of this solicitude 
for the underprivileged. It Is the 
duty of the Aldermen as trustees of 
the City of Newton to keep It the 
kind of place it Is, and "Welcome 
House” would change the character of 
the neighborhood where it would be 
located. Rawson said that he bad 
talked with a bank treasurer who had 
stated that real estate values In the 
section would be lowered If the In- 
stitution came there, and Chairman 
Murphy of the Newton Board of As-

A WISE PROVISION 

Although a majority of the Board of Aldermen favored the 
granting of a petition for the use of the Clark property as a 
school-home for girls, the application was denied when less 
than two-thirds of the members supported it. Both the pros 
and cons produced numerous arguments in support of their 
attitude and there is little doubt that there is a great deal of 
merit on both .sides, making the decision a most difficult one. 
It is in just such cases as these that the wisdom of a two-thirds 
rule is exemplified. Almost every matter is of great importance 
to the person or persons directly concerned and a majority vote 
is sufficient where the questions involved are not of wide- 
spread interest. In the adoption of our zoning ordinance it was, 
we believe, wisely provided that proposed changes would re- 
quire a two-thirds vote of the legislative branch of our mu- 
nicipal government. And we believe that there are few who 
would disagree with the viewpoint that should two-thirds of 
this body deem any particular change wise that this greater 
unanimity of opinion is highly desirable. It is the greatest pro- 
tection that any community can have.

sossors also made the same state- 
ment. 

Alderman Rawson asserted that a 
bigger issue than real estate values 
was involved in this matter — that of 
protecting the zoning ordinance which 
has differentiated Newton from Chel- 
sea. Everett. Somerville and other 
places. He argued that the future of 
Newton depended in protecting the 
single residence zones, which consti- 
tute SO per cent of this city’s area. Raw- 
son called attention to the fact that 
in past years the Aldermen have re- 
ligiously refused petitions which would 
let down the bars In single residence 
zones and only last year had turned 
down a petition for a nursery school 
at West Newton. He asked why do 
the Aldermen favor allowing "Wel- 
come House” into a fine single resi- 
dence district w’hen five abuttors have 
objected? Rawson said that thou- 
sands of persons have come to Newton 
to live because they believed they 
would be protected by its zoning or- 
dinance. and if this petition is grant- 
ed the heart will be taken out of the 
ordinance. Rawson warned that if 
the zoning ordinance will be disre- 
garded and the bars let down, many 
residents will move from Newton to 
Weston. Wellesley and other restrict- 
ed communities. 

Alderman Colby of Ward 7 read a 
long, prepared statement in which he 
strongly opposed the granting of the 
petition. He quoted from the Newton 
zoning ordinance to show that reform 
schools shall not be permitted in sin- 
gle residence zones in this city, and 
while ‘Welcome House” is not a re- 
formatory in the legal Interpretation, 
Colby asserted that the institution is 
really is for the purpose of reform- 
ing young girls, as it is admitted 
that girls who have been brought be- 
fore juvenile courts, are accepted as 
members of the groups who reside at 
Welcome House. Referring to the 
subdividing of large estates in this 
city, Colby said that the tendency for 
years has been toward small, mod- 
ern homes. He stated that the pro- 
tection of single residence zones in 
Newton is one of the most important 
functions devolving upon the Aider- 
men. He argued that "Welcome 
House” is not a Newton institution, 
does not serve Newton people, and 
would remove considerable assessable 
property if allowed to move here. He 
said that any institution coming into 
a residential district adversely affects 
it, and people who in good faith built 
or purchased homes in single resi- 
dence zones, should be protected. He 
.said that one abuttor will bring suit 
against the city if the petition is 
granted. 

Cobly said that if the petition is 
granted it will set a precedent that 
will have a very serious effect on 
Newton in the future. There are a 
number of other large estates in the 
city for sale, or which will be soon 
for sale, and as they cannot be sold 
as private residences, if one institu- 
tion is allowed to come into a single 
residence district, other institutions 
will follow by acquiring s.ime of the 
other large estates. Colby argued 
that Newton has always been a city 
of homes, that millions have been 
spent by the city in recent years to 
set the stage for more homes here, 
and by granting this petition, New- 
ton’s future may be jeopardized. Mr, 
Colby .said that the Clark estate lends 
itself admirably for sub-division, and 
to offset the fears of those who argue 
that it might be cut up into too 
small house lots, he called .ittention 
to the fact that the Aldermen con- 
template approving of the recommen- 
dation of the Newton Planning Board, 
which will give that body authority 
to restrict undesirable, small house 
lots in Newton. The Ward 7 aider- 
man said that a proper development of 
the Clark estate will bring a substan- 
tial tax income to the city, whereas a 
granting of the petition would mean 
the loss of all taxes on the property. 
(’oll)y concluded by saying — 

"Because I feel that the issue before 
us tonight Involves a much larger 
question than the specific case in- 
volved, a matter which I believe is of 
great Importance in the future devel- 
opment of the city: because the grant- 
ing of the petition would set a prece- 
dent that would handicap thl.s board 
in fut\ire cases of this general nature; 
because I feel that it would retard the 
development of this community as a 
single residence zone, and would be 
followed by an inevitable lowering of 
real estate values in the neighborhood, 
and be(;au8e I feel that under proper 
control by the Planning Board the 
Hulidlvislon and rebuilding of tbls area 
will be advantageous not only to the 
neighIxH'hood but to the city, I shall 
vote to deny the petition.” 

Alderman McCabe favored the 
grunting of the petition. He said that 
If he thought that ‘ Welcome House” 
Is a reform school, he would oppose 
it. but he had investigated it and 
found it is no sui h tiling. He said the 
Clark e.state is a beautiful spot and 
we should preserve It. He stated that 
wlille Tt of tlie abuttors of the Clark 
fstate oppose the petition, 8 favor it. 
.Mcf‘alH* said that neighbors of "Wel- 
come House” at Jamaica Plain dis- 
like to see it move from that loca- 
tion. and lie favored the granting of 
the petition with a limited tenure, the 
renewal to be determined by the man- 
ner in which the institution will be 
conducted and its affect on the neigli- 
borhood. 

Alderman Lockwood of Ward 7 read 
a lengthy statement telling of the ac- 
tivities of Welcome House, his expla- 
nation being quite similar to that 
made by .Mrs. Chute, superintendent 
of the institution, at the previous 
meeting of the Aldermen. Ixickwood 
argued that the subdivision of the 
Clark estate will bring In 15 or HI 
homes and the cost of street Improve- 
meiils, and schooling for the children 
of people who will move into the sec- 
tion, may offset the taxes the city 
will receive. 

Alderman Hoffman said he is as- 
tounded ai the large numb<‘r of mem- 


bers of the Board of Aldermen who 
put the finances of the « ity last when 
they consider matters. ^^'Wton has 
the highest per-caplta cost of govern- 
ment in this State, many houses in 
the neighorhood of the (Mark estate 
are in the hands of banks, the city 
will lose $1300 taxes by granting the 
petition, plus taxes which would come 
from the development of the property, 
and yet a majority of the Board favoi 
the petition. 

.-Mderman Hutchinson of Ward 3. 
who led the fight for "Welcome House’ 
again took the floor to favor the 
granting of the petition. He told oi 
hearing from abuttors and neighbors 
who favor the petltlor. and ho said 
that some who oppose it do so on the 
basis of prejudice.

Hutchinson said that he would pre- 
fer to have "Welcome House” in his 
neighborhood on an Hljolning large 
estate, rather than live the place 
cut up into house lots Commenting 
on the charge that sore of the girls 
at "Welcome House” kid committed 
petty larcenies, Hutchison said that 
he stood before the Bnrd a self-con- 
fessed thief, and he cialleiiged any 
man in the room to deiy that he had 
ever stolen anythini, Alderman 
Inches accepted the chdlenge. Hutch- 
inson continued by saylg tliat he had 
been running a refom school for 
his three children, aiu under differ- 
ent circumstances, the might have 
appeared in a juvenile ourt. Hutch- 
inson argued tliat "Wtcome House" 
is not a reform school imt the same 
kind of a school as is Ilsses Allen’s 
School at West Newtn, or Lasell 
Junior College. Aldeman Rawson 
objected to Alderman Hutchinson's 
comparison of Welcom House with 
Lasell. saying his daiihter had at- 
tended Lasell. and he rgarded it as 
a school of high chanter. 

Alderman Inches in ipposlng the 
petition read from the )37 report of 
tlie FlorAice Crlttento League of 
Compassion, which was pparently is- 
sued in 1938. This reprt states that 
the T..eague takes prideln the work 
of Welcome House, and xplains that 
it is protective and preentive rath- 
er than corrective. Te report of 
the League states tha unless the 
girls had been cared foiin Welcome 
House, they might ha* become a 
burden or a menace to oclety. The 
report read that "the #rls all come 
from broken homes, hae poor school 
records, and most of teni from the 
juvenile court. Some would other- 
wise have gone o a State or city 
Institution.” Incbs contended that 
this report provd that "Welcome 
House” is a refori school, and if the 
Aldermen vote to permit it to come 
into a single resloice zone in New- 
ton. they are givg notice that if 
there is enough enifional appeal, they 
will yield to sinill" petitions. Inches

It is to the advantage of the city 
and to the prestige of tho Aldermen 
that the very important question of 
granting a permit to the Florence 
Crlttenton League for tho establish- 
ment of "Welcome House” on the 
Clark estate at Claremont and Lom- 
bard sts., Newton was thoroughly 
aired in the open. 

The writer w^as born in Newton, 
has resided in this city for 50 years, 
served in the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen for several years, and yields 
to no one in his love for Newton. Be- 
cause of his occupation in newspaper 
work, he cannot help but being un- 
usually well acquainted with what Is 
going on In Newton. We refrained 
from heretofore making public In this 
column our view on the matter of al- 
lowing "Welcome House” to come to 
Newton, because it is a problem for 
which much could be said on either 
aide, and because ordinarily we be- 
lieve in allowing a neighborhood to 
settle its own affairs. Privately we 
had stated that were we a member 
of the present Board of Aldermen, 
wo would have voted "No” on the 
petition to allow "Welcome House” 
at the Clark e.state. Because w’e hap- 
pen to be president of the Ward 1 
Improvement Association, it was sug- 
gested that we write a letter ob- 
jecting to the petition. We declined 
because nearly all the members of 
this association re.slde North of the 
B. & A. railroad tracks, the activi- 
ties of the association have hereto- 
fore been concerned with matters in 
that section of the ward, and there- 
fore in our opinion it would not have 
been good ethics for us, as president 
of the association to enter into the 
controversy affecting the other end 
of the ward. 

Like Aldermen Temperley, who fa- 
vored the petition, the writer took 
pleasure in seeing the beautiful, 
large estates which adorned Newton 


Useless Onlookers 

No doubt a large number were sur- 
prised. I know I was, to learn that 
any male between 18 and 50, who 
may be watching the operations of 
firemen, can be called upon to ren- 
der assistance in extinguishing a blaze. 
If he refuses he may be fined or sent 
to jail. The State Commissioner of 
Conservation recently raised the point, 
warning fishermen not to stand around 
gaping at forest fires unless they 
were prepared to assist In fighting 
them. 

There isn’t any doubt but fires in 
the rural districts and in the city 
get too large audiences. Those who 
come in their cars create a conges- 
tion that plays the mischief with the 
progress of the fire apparatus. The 
police and the firemen find it is get- 
ting worse. Whether application of 
the law referred to would help I am 
not prepared to say. There might be 
cases where a good fire-fighter might 
he drafted from the crowd. More 
likely there would be a crop of dumb- 
bells who would make matters worse. 
Men and women, young and middle- 
aged, are invariably present and in 
the firemen’s way when there is a 
blaze of any size right here in New- 
ton. Compelling them to assist might 
discourage rubber-necking. I’d have 
the law made co-educational so the 
girls wouldn’t miss anything. 


"Where Did I Read That?” 

We admit the charge that we are 
a nation of readers and take a se- 
cret pride in that fact. I wonder 
how readily wo will confess that we 
frequently forget where we read this 
or that. So often you hear it said. 
"I read soandso the other day,” as 
tho speaker proceeds to enunciate 
some views which to him. at least, 
are of groat importance. If you are 
feeling in a grouchy mood at the 
moment or would have some fun with 
him you have only to ask, "Where did 
you read that?" The chances are 
better than ten to one that you will 
upset him completely. I have seen 
many a thinker intensely embarrassed 
because he could not recall the news- 
paper or periodical which gave him 
the information. 

In not a few Instances an entire 
household will be turned topsy-turvy 
in a hunt for the morning or evening 
newspaper of the day before yester- 
day.

The person in charge of gathering 
up the newspapers each day will 
have to answer for every move. Then 
there is a strong probability of a 
search through the rubbish pile. The 
built can extend most anywhere. If 
fruitless, there follows the telephon- 
ing to a friend or neighbor to see 
If they happen to have saved the 
paper of that date. All these things 
have o<*curred all too often to me so 
I am not poking fun at others and 
allowing myself to escape. We’re all 
in it and, as far as I can see, the 
best thing Is keep a copy of the pa 
per. or clip the article. At any rate 
don’t let people get anything on you. 


most part, unfortunately been divided 
into sites for smaller houses. We be- 
lieve it a pity to see a beautiful resi- 
dence such ns the Clark house do- 
st royed, and the spacious grounds sur- 
ounding It cut up for small homo sites. 
At our age, if we resided contiguous to 
the estate, we would prefer to have it 
used for "Welcome House,” rather 
than see it razed, and the land around 
it subdivided. But. we do not blame 
property owners in that neighborhood, 
especially those with children for ob- 
jecting. We agree with the contentions 
f Aldermen Rawson, Inches, Colby and 
the other five members of the Board 
who took the stand that to grant the 
petition which would permit the es- 
tablishment of "Welcome House” at 
the site desired would be a serious 
blow at the Newton zoning ordinance, 
and a breach of faith with people who 
purchased homes in a single residence 
zone with the belief that Newton Al- 
dermen would protect the zoning or- 
dinance, In our opinion it took more 
moral courage to vote “No” on this 
question than it did to vote "Yes,” in 
view of the pressure brought to bear 
on members of the Board of Aider- 
men by many persons of influence. It 
usually takes more courage to vote 
"No” than "Yes,” when one is in the 
minority. 

All fair-minded persons must admire 
the work which has been done by the 
Florence Crlttenton League of Com- 
passion. But we can’t agree with Al- 
derman Hutchinson in his comparison 
of "Welcome House” to the time-hon- 
ored school of Misses Allen, or to 
Lasell Junior College, find we can’t 
agree with Alderman Walker in com- 
paring it to "every Sunday school or 
the Y. \y. C. A.” In 1937 the report 
of the Florence Crlttenton League, 
quoted by Alderman Inches, explicitly 
states the type of young girls who 
enter ‘‘Wel<*ome House, ’ and the pur- 
pose of that institution. And while 
"AVelcome House” and its work are ad- 
mirable, it is our belief that such an 
institution belongs not in a closely 
settled suburban neighborhood of high 
type; but at a location where it will 
have spacious grounds on all sides; 
not for the advantage of the neighbor- 
hood, alone, but also for the advan- 
tage of the girls who reside in the in- 
stitution. Granting that the people who 
belong to the Florence Crlttenton 
League are highly moral, possess cul- 
ture and wealth, if the institution they

More About Park Benches 

The subject of park benches dis- 
cussed two weeks ago in this column, 
has brought an interesting communica- 
tion from a GRAPHIC reader in St. 
Petersburg. Florida. Mr. Frank H. 
Burt, one of our best known citizens 
who is held in high regard, wrote 
from his winter stopping-place: 

“Your reference to sitting on 
benches suggested to me that perhaps 
you are not familiar ivith one of the 
greatest institutions of St. Peters- 
burg, the green benches— source of 
comfort and rest to thousands and 
tho birthplace of romances unnum- 
bered, The best account of them I 
have seen Is the enclosed sketch by 
‘Ernie’ Pyle, wbo was here recently.” 

Tlie clipping which accompanied Mr. 
Burt’s letter to me revealed that 
Mr. Pyle, columnist, said in part: 

“The green bench is to St. Peters- 
burg what the flower lei is to Hawaii, 
the gondola to Venice, the rolling chair 
to Atlantic City, the sidewalk cafe 
to Paris. 

"At the latest count there were 
4.697 of these benches. About 1.200 
are owned by the city and are in 
parks. The rest are owned by mer- 
chants and placed in front of their 
stores for the public. 

"By 10 o’clock of a warm morning 
it’s almost impossible to find a seat.” 

Mr. Burt, always thoughtful, ns those 
wiio know him will agree, also sent 
pictures of the crowds sunning them- 
selves on the benches, together with 
a photograph of his St. Petersburg 
home.

Burke said that i 
Alitchell has for some years operated ' 
a repair shop at 791 Washington st. ! 
and has kept the place clean. He 
said that Alitchell would not work 
after 6 p. m. at the proposed new loca- 
tion. and that the place is in a busi- 
ness district. Alartin AIcAIorrow spoke 
in rebuttal to tell the Aldermen that 
Burke resides some distance from 
the locus, and he contradicted Burke’s 
statements by asserting that Alitchell 
works at his present shop until 11 
o’clock .-some nights. AIcAIorrow said 
that the former occupants of the j

know Your Varielicd 

A GOOD working knowledge of 
vegetable varieties is of great 
importance to the gardener. One 
man may have an excellent crop of 
tomatoes while the gardener on the 
plot next lo him may have poor re- 
sults— all because the former chose 
the right variety. 

Ill northoru sections, for instance, 
whore seasons are very short, gar- 
deners must be careful to choose 
an early variety of tomato so that 
fall frosts do not destroy a large 
perccutago of the crop. The earli- 
est of all varieties is Karliaua. 
Bonny Best, however, is only a few 
days later and Is somewhat bettor 
quality. 

If the season Is comparatively 
long, and if the gard»‘ner prefers a 
late-hearing tomato, Ponderosu and 
Beefsteak are the best varieties, 
especially if large, mild-flavored, 
almost seedless fruits are enjoyed. 

Size and location of the garden 
are also faetors iii choosing proper 
varieties. Where only a small plot 
near the house is avallahle, varie- 
ties like Dwarf Stone and Dwarf 
Champion are hi*st. They are some- 
what tree like in form ami need not 
he trained to slakes to eonserve 
spare. They give a good, medium- 
i>aily yiohl of smooth fruits of high 
quality. 

Many persons in comparatively 
temperate climates prefer an all- 
purpose tomato. By all purpose we 
mean a tomato as suilahle for table 
and salads as (or canning or mak- 
ing of juice or catsup, lii this group 
an* Bouuy Best, I’ritehard. Mar- 
gloho ami Greater Baltimore, all 
red lueated, and Gulf Stati* Market 
and Glovel, both piiik-meated. 
Glovel, Marglobe. and Brltchurd, 
moreover, are decidedly resistant 
to fusarium will and somewhat ro- 
sistaui (o uailhead rust. 

In selecting your tomato seed 
paekels from the scetl displays, 
check the variety name. See that 
you get a tomato variety with tlio 
characterlsties you want. It may 
mean the difference between niedi* 
,oore and superlative crops.

torles telephone calls can be routed 
swiftly to their correct destinatl(fns 
antomatlfally through equipment that 
is almost human in its response to 
the desire of telephone users. 

Roliind tile business office on the 
first floor of the new building there 
will he a central testing liureau where 
telephone men will assist In keeping 
more than 20,000 telephone lines In 
Newton in the proper condition for 
telephone service. Also in the rear 
of the first floor will ho the office 
of the line assignors, who will deter- 
mine what number shall be given to 
eacli new teleplione and how its line 
shall enter and pass through the ex- 
change. 

On the second floor, above the busi- 
ness office, will be the operating room, 
where a force of operators will as- 
sist telephone users with Long Dis- 
tance. emergency. Information and 
other falls requiring the personal 
service of an operator. On the second 
floor also will be the rest room and 
a luncheon room for the operators, 
and the balance of the crossbar dial 
e<iulpment. 

The basement will comprise the ca- 
ble vault, where the cables contain- 
ing thousands of customers’ wire lines 
will enter tlie building, the heating 
equipment, the power plant necessary 
to provide telephone service and the 
locker rooms for the men. 

The building will have approximate- 
ly 155 feet of frontage on Washing- 
ton St., set back ten feet from the 
sidewalk, and will be 100 feet deep. 
It will be of reinforced concrete con- 
struction with brick facing and the 
portico probably will be of New Eng- 
land granite. The grounds will be 
properly landscaped so that architec- 
turally the new building will be an at- 
tractive addition to the present build- 
ings near the site, which is near New- 
tonvllle sq. 


Newton Wins In 
Health Contest 


Revived After 25 
Minutes In River 


Roht'rt T. Sproat, 5»>. formerly of 
Tremont st.. Newton, and now resid- 
ing at M2 Langley rd.. Watertown, 
was miraculously resuscitated after 
having been immersed in 12 feet of 
water in the Charles River for 25 
minutes yesterday morning. Mr. 
Sproat. for many years chauffeur for 
Charles A. Clarke of Newton, was 
driving a sedan along Soldiers Field 
rd.. Allston, opposite Magazine Beach 
about 10:30 when another automo- 
bile eut in front of his car, causing 
him to lose control. Sproat’s sedan 
swerved off the road, down a steep 
embankment, and came to a stop 8 
feet from the shore, completely sub- 
merged. 

Arthur Varilo of Waltham was fol- 
lowing Sproat’s car and notified Pa- 
trolman Wllllnm Malcolm of Station 
111. Brighton, who was checking au- 
tomobiles a short distance up the 
road. .Malcolm hastened to the scene, 
and (living into the river, unsuccess- 
fully tried to get Sproat out of the 
car. A wrecking-car soon arrived 
at the scene and .Malcolm attached 
a chain from the wrecking car to the 
l)umper of the sunken sedan, hut 
wlien tension was put on the chain, 
Instead of dragging the antomobllo out 
of the river, it pulled one of the doors 
off the submerged sedan. Ladder M 
of Brighton arrived at the spot, and 
Fireman Thomas Maloney, after div- 
ing a few times, managed to pull 
Sproat from the sunken sedan. Ma- 
loney, exhausted by his efforts, and 
chill, was taken to St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital. 

Sproat had been under water for 
25 minutes, when Patrolman Arthur 
Maguire of SUition M began to apply 
the prone method of resuscitation on 
him. To Maguire’s surprise, after 10 
minutes, Sproat started to show signs 
of life. He was placed in an ambu- 
lance and taken to St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital, with Patrolman Vincent 
Kennedy continuing the resuscitation 
effort. On the way to the hospital 
Sproat recovered consciousness and 
inquired what had happened. Upon 
arrival there his name was placed on 
the danger list. His wife and son 
had been notified and hastened to 
the hospital. It la expected that Mr. 
Sproat will recover. 

Mr. Sproat was born In Newton, the 
son of the late Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Sproat. He is a brother of Ex- Aider- 
man William Sproat. As a boy he 
went to work in the Stanley Motor 
Carriage Company at Newton, and 
several years later became one of the 
first private chauffeurs in this coun- 
try. He has travelled extensively In 
Europe and has been employed for 
many years by Mr. Clarke. 


On April 19 the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce and American Pub- 
lic Health As.soclatlon announced that 
Newton and Brookline. Massachusetts 
had won prizes in the 1938 annual 
health conservation contest. Newton 
won first prize in the main contest 
in the class which includes cities be- 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 population. 
In this contest awards of merit were 
given to Madison, Wisconsin: Greens- 
boro. North Carolina: and Evanston. 
Illinois. In the special contest for 
tuberculosis and syphilis control, in- 
cluding cities of all sizes. Newton 
was tied with Hartford for first place. 
New Haven received an award of 
merit in this contest. Newton was 
third in this contest in 1937. Brook- 
line received a special award for the 
excellence of its public health work. 

Tlio awards are made on the ef- 
fectiveness of health work in a com- 
munity. and do not mean that the 
winners are the very healthiest places 
in the country. Things taken into 
consideration are safe water supply, 
sewage disposal, infant and maternal 
(leatlis. tuberculosis and syphilis con- 
trol; protection of child health, milk 
and other foods, and medical and den- 
tal service.

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Kindergarten Entrance 
Age Raised Three Months 
By Newton School Board 

Children Must Now Be 4 Years, 9 Months; Claim 
Action Motivated For Reasons Other 
Than Economy 


The entrance ape for children in 
kinderRartens of the Newton public 
schools will be four years and nine 
months In the future, instead of four 
years and six months as In the past. 
This chniiRe was voted by the New- 
ton School Committee at its meetlnR 
on .Monday nlRht. Recently the Board 
of Aldermen in consideriiiR the bud- 
Ret, recommended that the entrance 
aRe to kinderRartens be raised to 5 
years, and estimated that $20,000 an- 
nually would be saved as a result. 
KinderRartens are not required to be 
operated by law, and some communi- 
ties do not have them. At the meet- 
iiiR of the School Committee on Mon- 
day nlRht, it was emphasized that 
the action of the school hoard in 
rulsiuR the aRe was not motlva^ted be- 
cause of economy, hut rather because 
over a period of years this change 
1ms been considered for the follow- 
iiiR reason.s — 

1. Newton is equipped to furnish 
only one year of kindergarten train- 
in r. 

2. Children under six or six and 
one-lialf years of age are not ready 
for entrance to first grade, which is 
so largely concerned with teaching 
children how to rend. .lust placing 
cliildren in kindergarten does not care 
for the prevention of later dlfTicul- 
tles. The Newton schools are not 
pr(‘pared to care for the four-year 
old child who needs a program more 
nearly approaching tlmt of the lun- 
sery school. Smaller numbers, a dif- 
ferent type of eciuipment, additional 
teacliers, would be needed if two years 
of kindergarten training were i)ro- 
vided for. 

With children entering at the 
age of 4 years 9 montim, tliey will 
Imve greater maturity, which will les- 
sen at the end of their kindergarten 
experience the need for pre-primary 
classes. At the present time, at an 
additional expense to the (‘ommunlty, 
' chilui'en who are too immature after 
tlieir kindergarten experience to en- 
ter grade one, are cared for in pre- 
primary classes. 

4. E.xperieiice lias shown tlmt chil- 
dren who entei' grade one at five and 
one-imlf years or younger ari* often 
social and physical misfits in the ele- 
mentary glades and latm* in juuior 
and siniior lilgli schools. In fact, very 
young pupils, upon graduation from 
liigli school, often find themselves 
with a year or more of time on their 
hands liecause they are too young in 
the judgment of their parents and 
of tile scliool to profit by attending 
college. Raising the kindergarten 
and first grade entrance age will les- 
sen tills type of iiroblein lonsiderably.

Bf.shop Franci.^ J. Spellman, who 
since 1932 ha.s been pa.stor of Sacred 
Heart Parl.^h at Newton Centre, was 
named Archbl.shop of New York on 
.Monday by Pope Pius XIL Since the 
death of Cardinal Hayes, former head 
of the New York archdiocese on Sep- 
tember 4. 1938. it has been predicted 
that Bishop Spellman might be ap- 
pointed to succeed him. Bishop Spell- 
man. who was born at Whitman. Ma.s- 
sachiisetts on .May 4. 1889, graduated 
from Whitman High School, and from 
St. John’s (now Fordham) College in 
1911. He was then selected by Cardi- 
nal O’Connell to attend the American 
College in Rome, and was ordained 
a priest by Cardinal Pompllli In St. 
John Lateran ba.silica. Rome on May 
14. 1916. The following day he cele- 
brated his first mass in St. Peter’s. 
Returning to this country he was 
assigned to All Saints Church. Rox- 
hury as a curate. Two years later 
he was made diocesan director of 
literature and became associated with 
the “Boston Pilot. ” In 1922 he was 
made an assistant chancellor of the 
Boston archdiocese, and in 1926 he 
was recalled to Rome to become an 
assistant to the Papal Secretary of 
State. 

During his s^rx'ice at the Vatican 
he became closely associated with the 
then Cardinal Pacelli. now Pope Pius 
XH. In 1926 Pope Pius XI made Father 
Spellman a monsignor, and in 1936 the 
Pope made him a chamberlain. In 
19G1 when the radio broadcasting sta- 
tion was established at the Vatican. 
Monsignor Spellman followed Pope 
Pius XI on the air. translating his mes- 
sage into English. On August 1. 1932. 
he was appointed auxiliary bishop of 
Boston, and upon coming to this coun- 
try again was assigned by Cardinal 
O’Connell to be also pastor of Sacred 
Heart Church at Newton Centre. Bis- 
hop Spellman gained international 
fame in 1931 when he was selected by 
Pope Pius XI to carry an important 
encyclical from the Vatican to Paris, 
antt ti^nshiTe it f-'orn the I^tlk. »e.xt 
The bishop's father. William Spellman. 
S". resides in MTiitman. He conducted 
a erocery business for many years. 
The bisliop’s mother died about a year 
a.sro. He has two brothers, both 
prominent Boston physicians. Dr. Mar- 
tin Spellniaii. and Dr. John Spellman, 
and two sisters. Mrs. Arthur Pegnam 
of Whitman and .Mrs. George Garriiy 
of Abington. Bishop Spellman expects 
to conclude his duties in the Boston 
archdiocese about May 14.

Hundreds of Boys 
Learn To Swim 


This week the swimming pool nt 
the Newton Y. M. C. A. has boon con- 
tinually occupied each morning and 
afternoon hy large groups of small 
hoys. The annual Uommnnlty Swim- 
ming ('ampalgn condmted under the 
auspices of Newton Y. M. t’. A. has 
heen on and 39G Newton and Water- 
town hoys hetween the ages of 9 and 
lt> have heen taking advantage of the 
opportunity to swim under tho ex- 
pert tutelage of .Tack Manning. :\lr. 
Manning, whose .salary is paid by the 
Massachusetts Humane Society, is an 
outstanding teacher of swimming and 
was for many years associated with 
the Roston Athletic Assoclatiou. 

Each year, for one week, the New- 
ton Y. .M. C. A. donates its swimming 
pool to hoys who cannot swim, ami 
most of whom are not memhers of 
the "Y.” Roys desiring to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity must fill 
out a card giving the name, address, 
age and school of the applicant, and 
containing the signed approval of 
his parent or guardian. Last Satur- 
day the 300 or so applicants appeared 
at the Y. M. C. A. and were exam- 
ined hy a number of physicians from 
Newton and Watertown. On Monday 
of this week .lack Manning started 
his classes. Watertown hoys attend- 
ed the morning sessions, because the 
schools in that town have been closed 
this week; and the afternoon sessions 
were attended by the boys from New- 
ton. The morning classes are from 
9:30 to 11:30, and the afternoon ses- 
sions from 3:30 to .5 o’clock. The les- 
sons are 30 minutes long, and each 
boy receives five lessons. A sur- 
prisingly large number learn to swim 
the length of the big pool in that 
short course of instructions, and re- 
ceive a button from the Mass. Hu- 
mane Society as a “diploma.” The 
water in the pool is lowered about 
3’u feet before the week’s lessons 
start, so that the safety of the young 
swimming students is assured. Inci- 
dentally. the hundreds of members 
of the Newton “Y” co-operate by re- 
linqui.shing the use of the pool for tho 
week. 

This annual contribution hy tho 
Y. .M. ('. A. and the .Mass. Humane 
Society has provided pleasure and 
safety for many hundreds of boys in 
Newton and Watertown who other- 
wise might not have learned to swim, 
or might have learned under hazard- 
ous circumstances.

Research-Guidance i 
Work In Newton 
Schools Explained 

The various activities of the re- 
cently established Division of Guid- 
ance and Research in the Newton pub- 
lic schools were explained to the 
School Committee by Supt. of Schools 
Warren on Monday night. C. Elwood 
Drake, director of the division was 
present and answ'ered questions 
asked by members of the committee. 
Special services conducted by the di- 
vision are — 

"1. The school psychologist and ad- 
viser for the special cla.sses for meii- 
tall.v-retarded children. 

“2. The visiting teacher and super- 
visor of attendance. 

"3. The special teachers of read- 
ing for the elementary and junior high 
schools. 

“4. The lip-reading teacher who al- 
so supervises the audiometer hear- 
ing tests ill Grades 312. 

"5. The teacher of the sight-saving 
class. 

“6. Tlie home teacher of the physi- 
cally-handicapped children. 

“7. The child accounting clerk, who 
lias charge of the school census and 
the issuance of work certificates.” 

C. Elwood Drake, director of re- 
search and guidance, who attended 
tlie session, also discussed the work 
of his department and answered ques- 
tions asked by members of the com- 
mittee. 

Supt. Warren informed the school 
committee that of the 719 graduates 
of .Newton High School in 1938, 56 
per cent liad gone to colleges or 
scliools for further education. 26 per 
cent had obtained work. 15 per cent 
are at home, and 3 per cent are not 
definitely listed. He explained that 
the special psychological and adjust- 
ment services which the scliool de- 
partment has instituted the past sev- 
eral years is justified in order to aid 
classroom teachers, parents and tlio 
community in recognizing problems 
of imllvidual pupils and assisting in 
ilip solution of these problems. 

•Mr. Warren said that habitually tru- 
ancy has been practically eliminated 
among .Newton school pupils since a 
woman supervisor of attendance has 
replaced the man truant officer. Last 
year no boy from .Newton was at tho 
Truants Scliool at Nortli Clielnisford, 
the precetllng year there were only 
2 .Newton boys there, in 1936 two; in 
193."). tliree. Truancy cases in the 
Newton court had dropped from 30 
in 1913-1914 to 2 this year. 

The Supt. of Scliools told tlie corn- 
niillee tliat between September, 1937, 
and September, 193S, out of a total 
enrollment of 5450 in grades 7 to 12 
in til*' .Newton scliools, only .59 pupils 
had b ft scliool, oilier than iboHo who 
liad graduated or moved out of tho 
city.

The 
claimants allege that they received 
injuries on February 31 when (hiliill’s 
State owned and maintained auto- 
luoliile (S3), craslied into their au- 
tomobile on tlie AVorcester turnpike 
ill AVellesley. Official automobile. 
"SI” received too mucli notoriety dur- 
ing Governor Gurley’s regime. If 
official automobile S2 Is dispensed 
with, Hiore will be one less State 
car to lu'come involved in accidents. 

For Hie past six weeks or so Hierc 
lias lieen a crusade going on in .New- 
ton against persons engaged in the 


IN'isonally, Hie writer does not en- 
thuse mucli over Hie "crusade ” against 
gambling. AA’lioii sucli an extremely 
pernieioiis type of ganihiing as the 
pnrti-mutuel system is legally permit- 
ted ill this State, a form of gambling 
wliere the “suckers" can lose a mini- 
mum of $3 (111 eight or more races and 
a daily-double, day after day. or night 
after iiiglit. wliy pick on the “small 
fry ’ who deal in 5 and 10-cent bets? 
AA’e don’t know of aiiyoiie who commit- 
ted suicide, emhezzh'd public funds, or 
stole private funds, hy belting on 
“nigger pool," liut we do know of 
numerous sucli eases caused by big 
money losses at Hie race track gam- 
liling plants. Ami we also know that 
some of the people who have been 
continually knocking small-time gam- 
bling in Newton, gamble themselves, 
either at bridge, poker, the horse and 
dog tracks, or Hie stock market. The 
urge to gamble is possessed hy a large 
lierceiilage of liumaiis, both men and 
women, always has been and will be. 
The writer does not possess this urge, 
not because he Is righteous, hut sim- 
ply because he never got a thrill out 
of gambling. AVe have played three or 
four games of poker during our life, 
bought a niggor-pool ticket once, anil 
have never been at a race track where 
pari-mutuel betting is conducted. 

AA’e do take a fick(,‘t a few times 
each ymir on Hie Irlsli sweepstakes 
and play a doz»'n games of “ IS’’ at 5 
cents a game, once a week or less of- 
ten. So. we can't lie accused of having 
any personal grievance because some 
members of Hk* Newton police force 
have been obtaining publicity because 
of tlieir activities iii arresting some 
who liave kept off tlie welfare lists by 
making a few dollars selling lottery 
tickets. 

Tlie arrests of local small fry gam- 
lilers won’t stop tills liusiiiess in New- 
ton. or elsewhere. Outsiders will come 
ill and gel Hie local trade. W’^hy 
swallow camels and strain at gnats? 

AA'e shall lie criticized for condon- 
ing something which is illegal. Such 
criticism on Hie part of sincere per- 
sons who conscientiously try to obey 
all laws is merited. Such criticism by 
persons who profess to bo "nice,” who 
pose as being quite law-abiding and 
socially proper, hut who satisfy their 
own ganihiing urge by indulging in 
legal or socially accepted forms of 
gambling tliat involve the \vagering of

K. Tips in Brief 

Y OU need not delay planting just 
because soil seems too dry to 
promote germination. After form» 
ing the trench in which seeds aio 
to be placed, pour into it about two 
gallons of water to every 10 feet. 
Place seeds on the moist bed and 
cover lightly with soil. 

Don’t be in too big a hurry to get 
your garden started. In planting 
three weeks before your neighbor 
you may get crops three weeks 
later than he does, because the cool 
weather of spring can set . back 
plants severely. Plants thus dam- 
aged are spending their energies 
recovering from cold-weather shock 
while those planted later are be- 
ginning to mature. 

For hou.se bouquets of petunia of 
greatest beauty, pick petunias in 
the bud. Tills protects the opening 
blossoms from damage from insects, 
wind, rain and dust. W’hen the blos- 
soms open slowly in the quiet cool- 
nc.«s of the house, they are as beau- 
tiful as nature can make them. 

Handle Heavenly Blue morning 
glories similarly. Pick those with 
long stems and some leaves, arrange 
in a vase , and set in a cool, dark 
place in your house. Usually they 
will open in 6 to 12 hours; and you 
will find them far more lovely than 
the wind-blown blo.ssoms out-of- 
doors. They w’iil last from 3 to 10 
hours, depending upon the light and 
temperature in your house. 

At summer’s end, do not throw 
away dead tomato vines. Use them 
as a mulch for perennial flowers, 
for they are far superior to some 
other materials often used for 
mulching. Vines do not pack as 
leaves and straw do. Air and light 
can penetrate them and snow can 
sift through, forming an effective 
seal after the first snow. Just as 
wltli other mulches, the vines should 
not be laid until after the ground 
has frozen.

.liMvi'liy,” liy Mrs. Waltf^r C. Wnt- 
son. a niomluM’ of fh«» Stair* Fodera* 
tlnn (IIvIhIou of AntlqiioH, at th«* honu' 
of Mrs. .1. Frnost Clbson, on Wc'dnes- 
day, April 12. Aftor oordlally wel- 
coming her gnesta, Mrs. fllbson pre- 
sented Mrs. Edward C. Faloa, chair- 
man of the Education committeo of 
the Newton ville Woman’s Club, who 
then presented the speaker, Mrs. Wat- 
son. 

.Mrs. Watson began her Informal 
talk on .Jewelry hy saying that she 
liatl always loved old things and en- 
joyt'd weaving romances about the 
many pieces of jewelry that had come 
Into her possession. She liked to pic- 
ture Iter treasures, she said, as worn 
hy their original owners, the "crino- 
line” Indies of the sad Civil War days, 
or hy the "elegant” Bostonian step- 
ping forth adorned with her sparkling 
“breast pin" from the brownstone 
front of her Beacon si. house. Jewels 
were bought, Mrs. Watson stated, 
chlefiy hy men for the women they 
cherished, ns an emblem of love and 
prosperity, and as these lusting gifts 
grew older they had more than an 
Intrinsic value to their present and 
future owners. Historically, pins 
dated back to mother Eve, with a 
thorn for the first pin: next down 
the centuries came a dagger-llke pin 
found In ancient tombs of Egypt and 
Greece; and last the safety pin, the 
forerunner of the modern brooch. 

Attractively displayed on dark 
backgrounds and covered with cello- 
phane for protection, Mrs. Watson de- 
scribed In detail the various speci- 
mens of her collection, and then had 
them passed among her audience for 
closer inspection, hy the hostess 
(lunghter. Miss Mayheth Gibson, who 
wore a family period dress of emerald 
taffeta. Particularly lovely was an 
old breast pin of gold and amythest 
belonging to the Kndicott family of 
Salem, and handed down to Mrs. Wat- 
son hy her mother. Puritanism In 
New England forbade much use of 
jewelry until after the Revolution, hut 
hair jewelry, she said, dated hack to 
ISOO. (iueen Victoria started the 
vogue for cameos some years later in 
England. .Mrs. Watson regretted the 
fact that some very good old jewelry 
liad been melted down during the re- 
cent craze to sell "old gold." 

From foreign countries came the 
really old jewelry, she stated, tho 
mosaics from Italy; the ivories, 
jades, and ambers from the Orient. 
The little piece of ivory that she had 
bought more as a souvenir In the 
street of ivory cutters In Canton, 
China, would now have an added 
value to her, she told her audience, 
as that city had been practically de- 
molished In the present conflict be- 
tween Chinn and Japan. It was ex- 
tremely dilllcult to recognize really 
good jade. Mrs. Watson said, and she 
told of lier inaliillty to find a gen- 
uine green jade necklace until sho 
consulted a world-wide expert on the 
subject. 

For the less pretentious pins, hut 
colorful and striking, there were In- 
teresting examples of painted enamel, 
lilack onyx, and rose quartz. Rhine- 
stones, not generally accepted until 
the turn of the century, were finally 
sponsored hy such patrician stores, 
as Hollanders’ in Boston, and wer« 
often used instead of diamonds. Tho 
80’s. a drab period financially, saw 
much, oxydized silver which was rath- 
er featureless. One amusing lilt of 
jewelry was the jingling chatelaine 
liag worn at the waist with mirror, 
memorandum pad, and bottle spirits 
attached, to revive fainting ladles 
whose laces were too tight. Tho 
vogue of hand-painted china in the 
DU’s led to many hand-painted china 
pins, while huge shawl pins were 
very po.pniar with Paisley shawls. In 
closing, .Mrs. Watson exhibited ap- 
propriately a pin which women wore 
daily dniing the World War, a tiny 
copy of the American flag, and she 
expressed the ardent hope that there 
would never be another World War.

.\ nation wide symposium <'on<lncted 
among a gn>np of Amm lcan educators 
shows a unanimous view that there is 
every pri>spect of i-ontliuti'd peace in 
Kmi>pe and that travel eondltions 
across the Atlantic will be normal this 
summer. Twenty-live promlnetit mem- 
bers of university faeiilties. and na- 
tionally known leetnrers familiar with 
Ettropi'an affairs, were eonsulted by 
Henry .M. Willard, president of the Bu- 
reau of I’nivorslty Travel of Newton. 

The general eonsensns of opinion 
can be summarized as follows: il) the 
view supported by sensational eban- 
ijels of publicity in this country that 
a war is imminent in Europe is not 
jnstilied by the actual facts; (2) the 
very faet that the dismemberment of 
Czechoslovakia and occupation of .Mem- 
el iU’curred without destroying the 
general peace is further proof that a 
major contlict is highly unlikely: (3) 
private .s<)urees of information from 
abroad are in complete agreement 
that there will be no serious outbreak: 
(41 European travel conditions are 
normal so that the ordinary pleasure 
and profit of a trip can be expected, 
and 1.5) visitors to Europe this sum- 
mer can be assured of tlie usual hospi- 
tality and courtesy, enhanced by tlie 
friendly desire of foreigners to be un- 
derstood and liked by .Americans.
